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School picket ruling stuns CUPE 


IVootton 
. ‘trial needed’

A si tinned courtroom lis¬ 
tened in silence Tuesday as 
B.C. Supreme Court judge R. 
A. Wootton placed severe 
limits on picketing of schools 
in a legal move that one local 
labor leader said could render 
school strikes ineffective. 

“It’s a disastrous ruling — 
he’s outlawed the strike," Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council president 
John Schibli commented. 

The decision, handed down 
in I'esponse to an injunction 
application by the Greater 
Victoria school board, renders 


the whole effort ineffective. 
Schibli said. 

Ian Stewart, counsel lor the 
school janitors’ local of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, said Wootton’a 
ruling will likely be chal¬ 
lenged in the B.C. Appeal 
Court, probably next week. 
The janitors have been on 
strike since Feb. 24 and 
schools have been operating 
between one and three hours 
a day since. 

Schibli said he hopes die ap¬ 
peal is successful, explaining 
that he is concerned about the 
apparent precedent that the 
Public Schools Act overrides 


the Labor Code of B.C., which 
was at the heart of the Woot- 
lon decision. 

CUPE is now prohibited 
from picketing schools be¬ 
tween 8 a.m. and 10 a m. and 
from 3 p.m. to 4 p.m., can 
have only two pickets at each 
site, and cannot interfere with 
fuel-oil deliveries to the 
schools. 

CUPE has been picketing 
schools primarily during 
morning hours and Stewart 
told the court that the union 
will no longer stage mass 
pickets. 

During the hearing. Wootton 
asked why schools should be 


picketed ai all and said the in¬ 
terruption of education by the 
strike was doing "irreparable 
harm to the scholars." 

Stewart claimed in his ar¬ 
gument that picketing during 
a legal strike is allowed under 
the labor code and that unless 
there is a threat of violence, 
jurisdiction over labor dis¬ 
putes should rest with the 
Labor Relations Board. 

Unless noted by the Legisla¬ 
ture, the labor code has pre¬ 
cedence over the schools act 
when there is a labor dispute, 
Stewart told the court. 

Bob Cunningham. vice- 
president of the janitors local. 


said after the ruling that the 
union can’t properly picket 
with only two members on 
duty at each site. 

The board, in its applica¬ 
tion. had asked only for a lim¬ 
itation of three pickets at 
each access to school or 
lioard property and the deci¬ 
sion surprised even the 
board's lawyer. 

Schibli said the labor move¬ 
ment could have reluctantly 
accepted- a ruling against 
mass picketing. 

In his decision, Wootton said 
a trial on the issue (an in¬ 
junction is only the first step 
in the legal proceedings) 


should be held as soon as pos¬ 
sible to answer the important 
question of whether certain 
portions of the schools act 
override the labor rode. 

Board lawyer John Wood 
told the court an injunction 
was necessary because the 
mass picketing action, which 
the union had conducted at 
various schools; was intimida¬ 
ting students and teachers, 
and that attendance at the af¬ 
fected schools had dropped 
sharply. 

It's an "absolute violation" 
of tiie Public Schools Act to 
disrupt the schools, Wood 
said. 


But Stewart countered that 
the board has to prove that 
the labor code does not apply, 
and that in addition the school 
board had already "created a 
regime of disruption" by their 
action cutting instruction time 
to one hour a day. 

During the mass act picket¬ 
ing action, Stew-art added, 
school principals gave their 
students a choice of either 
going home or staying at 
school. 

Labor Minister William 
King declined comment on the 
effects of the mling because 
the matter is still before the 
courts.

. . . he had a better idea 


Almost two-and-a-half centuries ago, a Swedish as¬ 
tronomer came up with an idea which will, starting 
next Tuesday, change the way Canadians think about 
the weather. 

'ITie astronomer’s name was Anders Celsius and his 
better idea was the creation of a thermometer on whose 
scale water freezes at 0 degrees and boils at 100 
degrees. 

The thermometer -and its scale now bears his 
name (it was changed several decades ago from cen¬ 
tigrade, mostly because centigrade sounds too much 
like centimeter, which measures something entirely dif¬ 
ferent). 

On April Fool’s Day, Canadians will switch to the 
Celsius thermometer, as the federal meteorological 
people begin the long march to metrication ordained by 
the government to bring Canada into line with modern 
world practice. 

North America is the Iasi bastion of the old Fahren¬ 
heit system of temperature measurement most of the 
rest of the world has been measuring heat »or the lack 
of it) metrically for some time. 

For those who may experience some difficulty in 
figuring out whether tomorrow’s weather forecast 
means the family should plan to go skiing or swim¬ 
ming. Ihe Colonist provides the following guide based 
on the temperature range experienced in this area: 
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Without a chart to refer to, just remember that Cel¬ 
sius degrees rise only five for each nine of the old 
Fahrenheit. Thus, with 0 degrees Celsius equal to 32 
Fahrenheit, 5 C will l»c II F, 10 C is 50 F, 15 C is 59 F, 
20 C is 68 F, 25 C is 77 ,F. Isn’t that easy? 

If you would rather do il yourself, you can convert 
the Celsius reading back to familiar Fahrenheit by mul¬ 
tiplying the Celsius reading by nine and dividing by 
fixe Then you have to add 32. 

Or you can blink your eyes and switch cold-turkey 
as they did in Britain. There, it is claimed, it took no 
time at all before almost everyone was acclimatized to 
O-to-KMegrep winters and Ia-lo-'25-degree summers. 


Will new oil ruler 
keep on Faisal path? 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
The assassination of King Fai¬ 
sal of Saudi Arabia, shot to 
death in his palace by his 
"deranged nephew." shocked 
world capitals Tuesday and 
added new uncertainties to 
the Middle East situation. 

The first reaction was the 
hope that the conservative 
pro-West monarch’s successor 
will continue the basic poli¬ 
cies of the oil-rich stale. 

Within hours after the as¬ 
sassination, Faisal was re¬ 
placed by an ailing brother, 
Crown Prince Khaled Ibn 
Abdul Aziz. 62. Faisal's age 
was variously given as 69 or 
70. 

The official radio in Riyadh 
said prince Faisal Ibn Musaed 
Ibn Abdul Aziz approached 
the king to offer salutations 
during an audience for prin¬ 
ces and commoners, pulled 
out a gun and fired several 
times. The king was taken to 
a h rcpital where he died 
shortly afterward. 

Khaled named Prince Fahd, 
53, as the new crown prince, 
and diplomats in .Beirut said 
he is likely to take the reigns 
of government with Khaled 
serving in a ceremonial or in¬ 
terim role. 

Both Khaled and Fahd are 
expected to follow in the path 
set out by Faisal leaving 
Saudi Arabia as a staunch 
friend of the West and bank- 
roller of die Arabs in their 
conflict with Israel. 

Saudi Arabia now produces 
about 6.5 million barrels of oil 
a day down from around 
eight million a day last year. 


In Washington, where of¬ 
ficials described the assassi¬ 
nation as a blow to U.S. policy 
in the Middle East, President 
Ford said Faisal was "a close 
friend of the United States.” 

Faisal's assassination added 


further uncertainty to the 
Middle East outlook. 

In Jerusalem, Gen. Haim 
Herzog. Israel's ambassador- 
designate to the United Na¬ 
tions, said "it may be that the

4 Nicest man ’ Khaled 
had no expectations 


RIYADH (AP) — The new 
king of Saudi Arabia, Khaled 
Ibn Abdul Aziz, was once de¬ 
scribed by a foreign diplomat 
as "probably the nicest man 
in the kingdom.” But he 
hadn’t been expected to be¬ 
come king. 

The 62-year-old crown 
prince was proclaimed king of 
this oil-wealthy land Tuesday 
after the assassination of his 
older brother. King Faisal. 
The next younger brother. 
Prince Fahd. 53, the new 
crown prince, had usually 
been given more important 
assignments by Faisal and 
had been widely expected to 
ascend the throne. 

In Saudi Arabia, however, 
there is deep respect for age. 
and Khaled is the oldest sur- 



Interns strike

The 11-day-old strike of hos¬ 
pital interns may end soon as 
a result of intervention by 
Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke.

Health Association, bargain¬ 
ing for hospitals, agreed to 
recommend non-binding arbi¬ 
tration to their associations, 
he announced. 

The minister said he ex¬ 
pects a public reply from bolh 
sides to his arbitration pro¬ 
posal. If the proposal is ac¬ 
cepted, striking interns will 
return to work.

SAIGON (AP) Viet Gong 
gunners blasted the Da Nang 
air base early today, hours 
before an emergency air and 
sea operation was to start 
evacuating hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of refugees who had 
fled to the port city. 

The Saigon command said 
14 S o v i e t - h u i 1 t rockets 


smashed into the base, killing 
six civilians and wounding 34. 

Da Nang, South Vietnam’s 
northernmost military bas¬ 
tion, is ciammed wdth more 
than a million refugees flee¬ 
ing before advancing North 
Vietnamese-forces that have 
cut off the city from the rest 
of the country. 


RCMP manual: brainwashing with dignity 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Com¬ 
mons was told Tuesday that 
RCMP have an interrogation 
manual that advises officers 
that brainwashing techniques 
may be used to get informs- 
f i o n from suspects ‘ nr 
witnesses. 

David ^lacDonald (PC Eg- 
mont) raised the matter ami 
asked Solicitor-General War¬ 
ren Allmand for an explana¬ 
tion. 

Allmand said hr is "nol 
aware of it. but I'll got a 


copy.” An RCMP spokesman 
said later reporters "will 
have to wait until the solici¬ 
tor-general answers the ques¬ 
tion.” 

MacDonald had photo- 
copics of excerpts from the 
Interrogation Techniques 
booklet written by Chief In¬ 
spector A. R. Roberts of the 
Calgary city police. It has the 
RCMf*’Tresi and motto on (he 
cover. 

The booklet's introduction 
says police "generally find 


themselves in a quandary 
with respect to criminal inter¬ 
rogation” because of the lack 
of information on techniques. 

The booklet then outlines so- 
called brainwashing tech¬ 
niques "to influence the emo¬ 
tional attitudes of the subject 
or suspect.” 

It initially says that in any 
interrogation "we are going to 
do everything that is legal 
and right,” to obtain a state¬ 
ment, employing no tricks 


that might be considered ille¬ 
gal. 

"But, there is a point which 
is reached in every interroga¬ 
tion when you still may not 
have that statement and you 
know'if you go any further in 
the specific technique thal 
you are employing that your 
statement will he ruled inad¬ 
missible.” 

It says the interrogating of¬ 
ficer must decide whether to 
leave the rod m without a 
statement or go ahead with 


"other techniques." These 
might not produce admissible 
evidence, but might lead to 
other information. 

Hie booklet advises RCMP 
that the "heaven and hell” 
technique letting the sub¬ 
ject "have a lcx»k at hell," but 
then offering him heaven "in 
exchange or as an alterna¬ 
tive" often is fruitful. 

Interrogators are told this is 
part of elementary brain¬ 
washing techniques, during 
which the subject is inter-

chosen by a mysterious coun¬ 
cil known as "Those Who Tie 
and Unite.” It is made up of 
influential princes, religious, 
tribal and governmental lead¬ 
ers. 

Khaled is expected to rely 
heavily on his younger 
brother, and many predict 
that Fahd will be ihe real 
power behind the Saudi 
throne. 

Khaled has been plagued by 
ill health. 

Palace intimates say he has 
spent more tyne on falconry 
and camel racing than groom¬ 
ing himself for the succession. 

Fahd, on the other hand, 
has displayed great interest in 
affairs of state. Last year he 
represented Faisal in Wash¬ 
ington to negotiate a military 
and Aonomic pact between 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
States. 

He also figured in some 
highly-publicized adventures 
w’ith gambling and women, 
most recently in Monte Carlo 
where he was reported to 
have lost 56 million at the 
tables. 

Radio Riyadh said Khaled’s 
ascension was unanimously 
approved by the Saudi royal 
family. Defence Minister 
Prince Sultan Bin Abdul Aziz 
pledged allegiance on behalf 
of all branches of the armed 
forces "beseeching Allah to 
make you the best successor 
for the great predecessor.” 


A U.S.-financed airlift and 
sea evacuation will seek to 
transfer about 350,000 refu¬ 
gees to government territory 
along the central coast, West¬ 
ern diplomats said.

The ruling by Mr. Justice 
R. A. Wootton setting strin¬ 
gent limits on school picketing 
by striking janitors could 
eventually mean the board 
could hire workers replacing 
those who went <»n strike, 
Ross said. 

Such action is prohibited 
under the Labor Code of B.C.. 
which makes "professional 
strikebreaking" illegal, but 
Ross said the Wootton deci¬ 
sion "seems, to some extent 
at least, to give Ihe Public 
Schools Act precedence over 
the Labor Code." 

Wootton’* injunction, which 
has been criticized by local 
labor leaders, demonstrates. 
Ross said, that the "courts do 
put education before irrespon¬ 
sible unionism and Its related 
tactics." 

The guarantee, contained in 
the injunction, that the union 
cannot interfere with deli¬ 
veries of fuel oil to schools 
could ultimately mean that 
they can be kept clean as 
well, even though the janitors 
are on strike, he said. 

The board has been con¬ 
sidering returning schools to a 
regular schedule. Ross said, 
and that task will be made 
much easier because of the 
decision. 

As well, he said, school 
aides and secretarial staff, 
who have nol reported to 
work since the janitors struck 
because they have been hon¬ 
oring picket lines, will now he 
expected to return to their 
jobs. 

Wootton ordered lhai the 
union cannot picket schools 
between 8 a.m, and 10 a.m. 
atxi from 3 p.m. to 4 p.m 

After receiving Wootton’s 
order, the board is now seek¬ 
ing legal advice on whether it 
can take legal action against 
the union 

The decision has application 
throughout the province. Ross 
said, and the B.C. School 
Trustees Association will be 
notified of it.

Washington state senate 
transportation and utilities 
committee has endorsed legis¬ 
lation which would require 
that supertankers have tug es¬ 
corts in northern Puget Sound 
if they do nol meet stringent 
safety requirements. 

The committee approved a 
bill which w-ould affect all 
tankers larger than 50,000 
tons. 

The measure drew support 
frdm the oil industry and 
Capt. Robert Deschamps of 
the Puget Sound pilots. 

"This legislation will give 
us as close to a failsafe sys¬ 
tem as possible," said Vernon 
Lindskog. representing the in¬ 
dustry.

A spokesman, for A1 Fatah, 
a Palestinian commando or¬ 
ganization within the PLO, 
said of Faisal’s death: "Faisal 
fell down like a real comman¬ 
do, a martyr. Like the death 


of every commando, the loss 
of Faisal will strengthen our 
determination and sharpen 
our strategies to uphold the 
principles for which he lived 

to regain Jerusalem and all 
of Palestine;’’ 

Faisal was one of ihree 
leaders regarded as moder¬ 
ates in the Arab fold. The 
others are President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt and King Hus¬ 
sein of Jordan. 

Faisal was the most power¬ 
ful ruler in the Arab world 
because of his standing as 
spiritual leader of 500 million 
Moslems and because of the

duced in proper amounts. The 
result is impaired night vi¬ 
sion. 

However, the body need* 
only a certain amount of the 
vitamin to produce the quan¬ 
tity of pigment required, and 
any in excess of that received 
in a good diet would not help 
vision. Munching carrots to 
excess can produce a yello¬ 
wish tinge in the skin.

Reactor 
disabled 
by fire 


WASHINGTON (API 
Federal safety experts are 
investigating a fire in an 
Athens, Ala., nuclear power 
plant that disabled a critical 
emergency safety system just 
when it was needed to pump 
cooling water into a reactor’s 
core. 

The fire Saturday at the 
Brown’s Ferry plant operated 
by the Tennessee Valley Au¬ 
thority burned through control 
cables to reactor units No. 1 
and No. 2. 

It eaused unit No. 1 to lose 
a small portion of its nuclear 
core cooling water and then 
prevented operation of the 
elaborate emergency pump 
system. 

By cutting in other pumps, 
operators were able to get ad¬ 
ditional water into unit No. 1. 

The plant will be out of 
operation for several months. 


8:48 p.m. Tuesday, but be¬ 
cause officials in Ottawa 
missed a plane flight, copies 
of the act have not been deliv¬ 
ered. 

Both the International Long¬ 
shoremen's and Wareliouse- 
men’s Union and the B.C. 
Maritime Employers Associa¬ 
tion were awaiting official no¬ 
tice before the act would be¬ 
come effective in sending 
workers back to their jobs. 

A spokesman for the em¬ 
ployers said Tuesday that in a 
telephone conversation with 
the office of the clerk of the 
Priyy Council in Ottawa, he 
was told the certified copies 
of the federal legislation 


would not arrive before 6 p.m. 
Tuesday. This meant their ar¬ 
rival would be more than five 
hours, after the required time 
for the employers to order 
men for the afternoon and 
graveyard dock shifts. 

Spokesmen for the employ¬ 
ers said they couldn’t see how 
they could get the docks 
operating again before the af¬ 
ternoon shift today. 

Eleven West Coast port* 
have been idle since March 1, 
when longshoremen began 
their strike after a new con¬ 
tract had not been signed with 
the employers’ association. 
The old contract expired Dec. 
31.

Russian ships 
near sub site 


HONOLULU (UPI) — Two 
large Soviet oceanographic 
vessels are heading toward 
Hawaiian waters where Rus¬ 
sia lost a submarine in 1968, 
and a third vessel is due next 
month, according to harbor 
sources. 

A Russian tugboat has been 
in the same area for about 
three days. 

U.S. military officials re¬ 
fused to comment on the Sovi¬ 
et tugboat or the advancing 
oceanographic ships. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency tried to recover the 
Russian sub last summer in 
secret mission using the How¬ 
ard Hughes-built research 
ship Glomar Explorer. But 
jjortions of the sub were not 


recovered and are believed 
still at the bottom of the 
ocean about 750 miles 
northwest of Honolulu. 

The navy confirmed Mon¬ 
day the Soviet tugboat, be¬ 
lieved to be carrying sophis¬ 
ticated intelligence gear, was 
in the general area where the 
Russian sub sank. 

But a spokesman said the 
U.S. military has stopped 
sending special flights to 
watch the progress of the 
MB-11 tug because “it ap¬ 
pears she is sailing out of Ha¬ 
waiian waters.” 

Earlier, the Soviet tug came 
to within 35 miles of Pearl 
Harbor before steaming to¬ 
ward the area where portions 
of the submarine’s hulk ap¬ 
parently remain. 


350,000 fleeing 


doehina w'ar, with commer¬ 
cial jets planning to ferry sev¬ 
eral thousand persons daily to 
Cam Rahn Bay, a deep-water 
port that was once one of the 
largest U.S. military com¬ 
plexes in the country. 

The U.S. also is financing 
an emergency airlift of food, 
fuel and ammunition to 
Phnom Penh, the besieged 
capital of neighboring Cam¬ 
bodia. 

In Washington, the U.S. 
Agency for International Dev¬ 
elopment announced it has ar¬ 
ranged for jetliners to make 
25 flights during the next six 
days from Da Nang to Cam 
Ranh. The jets can transfer 
about 50,000 refugees in that 
period. 

A World Airways Boeing 727 
cargo plane capable of carry¬ 
ing 375 persons and of making 
the Da Nang-Cam Ranh flight 
in 30 minutes will open the 
airlift, a spokesman said. He 
added that plans call for a 
Boeing 747 to be put into ser¬ 
vice quickly and the jumbo 
jet shipped to the deck, can 
Toad 1.200 to 1,600 refugees 
each flight. 

U.S. assistance funds al¬ 
ready allocated for South 
Vietnam will finance the 
evacuations, AID reported.

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A cry for help 


T HE WORLD CAN NOW observe the conse¬ 
quences of accepting as honest, binding or in 
any way meaningful the pledges of North Vietnam¬ 
ese and Viet Cong signatories of the Paris ceasefire 
document which was supposed to bring peace to 
South Vietnam. But the world, for the most pail, 
prefei-s to avert its eyes from the tragedy that now 
engulfs the victims of perfidious negotiators. 

Not for a single day since the signing of I he 
ceasefire have the communist forces done more 
than pretend to observe its terms. The flagrant 
violations were obsei-ved by the International Com¬ 
mission of Control and Supervision, duly reported 
by the Canadian and Indonesian contingents but 
never supported by the Hungarian and Polish 
learns. Canada finally withdrew from the commis¬ 
sion when peace-keeping helicopters were repeated¬ 
ly fired upon and a Canadian officer lost his life 
when nine died in one shot down by rocket fire. 

From the very beginning of the ceasefire in 
January, 1973, there was evidence of infiltration by 
I he communist forces. By June they were using 
tanks and heavy artillery to support their open 
aggression. 

“We have today concluded an agreement lo 
end the war and bring peace with honor in Viet¬ 
nam and Southeast Asia." Then-President Richard 
Nixon, when he made the announcement on Jan¬ 
uary 22,1973. may have believed a genuine accom¬ 
modation had been reached. He was not long de¬ 
ceived. 

Today, their allies gone and military aid de¬ 
nied them, the South Vietnamese face the undis¬ 


guised aggression of a vengeful foe. The people who 
were supposed to greet the invading forces with joy 
and flowers, as Hanoi once predicted, are in terror- 
stricken flight- No one dare predict what dreadful 
fate eventually awaits them 

And no one in this tragic hour seems prepared 
to raise a hand to help them- 

It might have been thought that those who 
wept for the innocents when foreign forces were 
trying to protect South Vietnam might by now 
have raised a protest'against their new and more 
terrible predicament. It might have been thought 
that the war-haters would by now have rallied at 
least to speed relief. They are strangely silent. 

Canada has played the role of peace-keeper In 
the past and not even the communist nations ques¬ 
tion this country’s neutrality. Canada, through it* 
current administration, has cultivated a friendly 
relationship with Peking. It is therefore in a good 
position to use whatever influence it has to plead 
for the lives of the helpless thousands in flight 
from communist assault. 

The Canadian government should try, by any 
means it possesses, to inspire a universal response 
in the face of the plight of the South Vietnamese 
and so many other suffering populations of South¬ 
east Asia. 

If it is impossible to win support through the 
United Nations or other agencies, then no Canadi¬ 
an would be likely to complain if this nation acted 
unilaterally — and hang the consequences, expense 
included. 


Quicker school building 


T HE B.C. SCHOOL TRUSTEES Association ap¬ 
peal's to have made some telling points against 
l he present methods of providing educational ac¬ 
commodation in its submission to Education Min¬ 
ister Eileen Dailly. Or one can hope, at least, that 
they will be telling, and that action will be taken on 
them. 

The trustees have three main complaints. 
They say in their brief that it takes far too long to 
build facilities because of administrative delays; 
that school building standards used by the educa¬ 
tion department are out of date, and that the bud¬ 
get for renovations of buildings is unrealistic and 
inadequate. 

In support of the first and perhaps the most 
Important of these complaints, the association cites 
51 steps that now must be taken in building, from 
school board approval of a project to the making of 
final payments The whole process can take two or 
three years, it says, and this item of information 
will not come as news to many British Columbians. 
Among the results are higher costs than planned 
and accommodation rendered inadequate by the 
delay. 

The trustees suggest that education depart¬ 
ment participation involving 30 of these steps 
should be eliminated, and also call on the minister 
to consider other proposals for streamlining the. 


building procedure. Each school district would meet 
the department annually to set new construction 
requirements for the following three years. Any 
additions would be translated into square footage. 
The department would approve annually a square- 
foot cost for each region, reflecting differing cir¬ 
cumstances. School boards would be allowed a 10 
per cent leeway in area and cost. They would 
design, tender and build facilities; the department 
would receive audited statements of expenditures. 

All of this, and other measures proposed by 
Ihe trustees’ association, would give school boards 
more authority and responsibility as the associa¬ 
tion puts it, or more freedom from provincial su¬ 
pervision, as the education department might see 
it. It possibly would mean taking a risk of some 
boards getting out of line with provincial standards 
and spending plans. But there can be very little 
doubt that the changes suggested would save sub¬ 
stantially In fast-growing costs and would enable 
accommodation to keep up better with anticipated 
needs. 

As a former teacher and trustee, the education 
minister must have a degree of sympathy with the 
recommendations. Furthermore the NDP has a 
commitment to give the local boards more au¬ 
tonomy. Mrs. Dailly will surprise us if nothing is 
forthcoming to refute the suggestion that she isn’t 
steering the departmental ship. 


Support for the black hole theory 


What follows ■••tha explosion 
of a star? 

One answer that Is getting 
more and more support 
among astronomers involves 
one of the strangest things 
ever imagined: a black hole. 

These bizarre objects are 
thought to have many times 
the mass of the sun - • but 
only the size of an asteroid. If 
scientists are COHfe c t, they 
are the final stage of giant t 
stars, 

★ ★ ★ 

Black holes are believed to 
form like this: In its prime, a 
star is much like an inflated 
bag of hot gas. Its immense 
size is maintained by an out- 
w ard iiressure that, comes 
from the energy created in 
the nuclear fires at its centre. 
TIiLs resists the immense, in- 
Ward push of gravity. 

\ But when a star finally runs 
' out of nuclear fuel, and the 
outward force is removed, its 
outermost layers explode in 
the most violent process 
known. At the same time the 
inner core begins to shrink 
rapidly. 

If the star was big enough. 
Its gravitational force press¬ 
ing on the shrinking gases is 
no great that matter as it 
exists on earth cannot sur¬ 
vive. All the space between 
atoms and particles is squeez¬ 
ed away, leaving an incred¬ 
ibly dense ball a black 
hole. A spoonful of this stuff 
should weigh over a billion 
tons. 

Yet this Is far from the 
whole story. Because of the 
extreme concentration of 
mass and gravity, if black 
holes exist, they should strain 
the very fabric of space. De¬ 
scriptions of their nature 
oased on Einstein’s theory of 
relativity predict that they 
must distort nearby space to 
such a degree that they can¬ 
not be seen. 

* ★ + 

A black hole would also play 
tricks with times, says ‘Prof 
Remo J. Ruffmi of Princeton 
University. A rocket ship 
being sucked into one, when 
viewed by a distant observer, 
would appear to travel more 
»nd more slowly until it final 
ly stopped, as if time had be

come frozen. But to a “pas¬ 
senger” on board, the trip to 
the surface would take only a 
fraction of a second. 

Any object or ray of light 
that ventures into the vicinity 
would be caught by the pow¬ 
erful gravity and sucked irre¬ 
sistibly in. Once inside, this 
matter and energy would be 
totally cut off from the rest of 
the universe. 

Although Mack holes were 
first conjectured in the 1930s 
by. Dr. J. Robert Op- 
penheimer, a prominent 
theoretician, he thought they 
would be impossible to ob¬ 
serve and so considered the 
matter simply an academic, 
exercise. But as astronomers 
have expanded their vision of 
the universe beyond the limits 
of visible light, they have 
seen at least one object that 
can best be explained by the 
black hole theory. 

This is a star system in the 
Cygnus constellation. It emits 
extremely short bursts of 


high-energy X-ray radiation 
that must be given off my ex¬ 
tremely hot gases — like 
those that would be produced 
if a black hole were sucking 
gas into its maw. 

Last year, the visible source 
of these X-rays was iden¬ 
tified: a two-star, or binary, 
system. The picture proposed 
by black-hole advocates is 
that of an ordinary star and a 
black hole spinning around 
each other; the black hole Is 
sucking gases from its com¬ 
panion. 

Because a black hole is so 
compact, it would spin at a 
rapid rate, one that would 
tear an ordinary star apart. 
The combination of the rapid 
spin, and the hot gases would 
produce the extremely short 
X-ray bursts that have been 
observed. 

“The only satisfactory ex¬ 
planation that has been ad¬ 
vanced so far is the black 
hole." concluded Dr. Edwin 
M. Kellogg of the Center for 



Safest road to power 


Communists seem to be waiting 


Reading about political 
chaos and economic, decline in 
Italy is one thing, seeing it is 
quite another. It really shakes 
you up. 

Even the physical appear¬ 
ance of the eternal city gives 
you a jolt if you have an earli¬ 
er image of it for comparison 

Rome used to be a clean 
city, caring not only for its 
famous monuments but also 
for its ordinary streets ip the 
tourist-jammed core of the old 
town. Now the streets are 
messy as if they hadn't been 
cleaned for weeks (although 
no street cleaners’ or garbage 
men’s strike Is on right now) 
and the buildings have a run¬ 
down, shabby look. 

”We already look like a city 
behind the Iron Curtain.” an 
Italian journalist said when I 
remarked on the deterioration 
of the place, ‘‘although politi¬ 
cally we may not reach lhat 
status fully for a while yet.”

This struggle, of course, 
goes on unseen by Ihe tourists

“However, we have yet 
to prove that the black hole is 
the only explanation.”

Many other astronomers 
maintain that the existence of 
a black hole has not been sci¬ 
entifically proven. The debate 
is centering about the total 
mass of the invisible com¬ 
panion: If it Is greater than 
three times the mass of the 
sun, then the black hole 
theory would gain strength. 

Astronomers at Leningrad 
University claim to have 
found a black hole much 
closer to earth than the 
Cygnus candidate. Instead of 
the X-ray method, they dis¬ 
covered their potential black 
hole by its gravitational ef¬ 
fects. 

By the way stars are clus¬ 
tered, astronomers feel they 
can determine the gravita¬ 
tional forces between them, 
and hence their total mass. 
When the Russian scientists 
did this with a cluster in a 
neighboring galaxy, they goi 
a result that was a thousand 
times what they had estimat¬ 
ed by analyzing the visible 
stars (another method). 


To explain this discrepancy, 
the Soviets concluded that the 
cluster must contain a mas¬ 
sive black hole. 

As attempts to prove the 
existence of black holes are 
increasing, interest in their 
nature and implications is 
growing also. 

“Perhaps we are in a uni¬ 
verse which is in turn part of 
a larger universe,”. Cornell 
astronomer Thomas Gold, a 
prominent cosmologist, has 
simulated publicly. “In that 
sense we might all be in a 
black hole." He has visualized 
a series of progressively 
smaller universes nested to¬ 
gether. The smaller universes 
would look like black holes 
from the outside. 

Dr. Ruffini feels that these 
bizarre creations will give sci¬ 
entists profound new insights 
into the fundamental nature 
of space and time. - — -

“A separate communist 
takeover in France or Italy,’’ 
one of Ihe Frenchmen ex¬ 
plained, “could, ai this stage 
of America’s painful write-off 
of the Middle East as well as 
the Far East, si ill push Wash¬ 
ington over the brink and 
rally the remainder of NATO 
ijehind Is In a soil of spasmic 
twist of the self-preservation 
instinct. 


“So the French and Italian 
Communist Parties, although 
already strong enough to seize 
power on their own, have to 
wait for the moment when the 
whole northern shore of the 
Mediterranean hum Portugal 
ti> Turkey can be taken in one 
swift blow. Such a blow will 
likely come when Tito dies 
and the Soviets install a pro- 
Moscow regime In Belgrade, 
with military Intervention if 
necessary.” 

Discussing this scenario 
with one of the few remaining 
Italian middle-of-the-road pol¬ 
iticians (who try. like AICO in 
the cultural field, to preserve 
some ground between the 
communists and Ihe neo-fas¬ 
cists), 1 was told thal the aca¬ 
demics were overlooking the 
safest communist road to 


pow-er in Italy and France, 
namely through coalition gov¬ 
ernments. 

The politician wasn’t sure of 
the. laicst details of the situa¬ 
tion in France, but "the 
Americans are pressing us 
hard into a coalition with the 
communists. As a matter of 
fact, the deal is virtually com¬ 
pleted and the announcement 
of it can be expected within 
weeks 


The deal. I gathered, would 
give the Italian Communist 
Party initially three portfo¬ 
lios. including that of justice 
(the CPI is not to be let any¬ 
where near police and armed 
forces control under the term* 
already agreed upon but that 
may change fast once the 
"harmless” coalition govern¬ 
ment starts operating). 

The Italian model will pre¬ 
sumably be duplicated in 
France with minor adjust¬ 
ments for local conditions, 
while Portugal, Greece and 
Turkey (and Spain when 
Franco dies) will be brought 
under communist control by- 
more direct means. 

A grim picture whichever 
way you look at it. 

As for our prime minister's 
visit, I found no trace of it. 
except for the playboy image 
of the earlier Trudeau the 
newspapers played in the ab¬ 
sence of some other usable 
and believable angle. 

'Hite "centrist” politician 
who outlined the coalition deal

Why everyone is afraid in Lisbon 


Her name is Helena. She is 
young, tall, brown-haired, 
dressed in a jersey and well- 
tailored tweed check trousers, 
and she is sitting in the 
comer of a restaurant in Lis¬ 
bon’s Avenida da Liberdade 
looking down at a plate of 
grilled prawns that she is too 
miserable to eat. 

A few hours ago the Por¬ 
tuguese revolution landed on 
Helena Arouca’s doorstep. 
Now she is a member of a 
lonely minority that the world 
has never been without - the 
women waiting outside ihe 
prison gates. 

On the morning after ihe 
collapse of General Antonio 
de Spinola’s inept attempt lo 
turn the left-wing tide in Por¬ 
tugal. police and armed civil¬ 
ian vigilantes combed Lisbon 
for suspects. 

Luiz Arouca. 10. is a Por¬ 
tuguese liberal well-known 
outside his own country. A 
publisher, economist and poli¬ 
tician, he studies East Euro¬ 
pean affairs here and at the 
London" School of Economics, 
and has spoken at British Lib¬ 
eral Party seminars.

Al Caxias. the notorious tail 
of the Salaz.ar dictatorship, 
the cells are filling up with 
men who have been used to 
wealth and command — se¬ 
nior officers, company direc¬ 
tors, bankers and a handful of 
millionaires. At the last of¬ 
ficial count there were 105 su¬ 
spected plotters of the Spinola 
uprising and "economic sabo¬ 
teurs” newly arrived at Cax¬ 
ias. 

There is no reign of terror 
as such. No return to the evil- 
smelling cellars of Caxias. 
where the DGS the secret 
police of the fascist regime 
overthrown last year 

placed prisoners who refused 
to confess up to their 


shoulders in the flood waters 
of the Tagus. 

The Portuguese are a gen¬ 
tlemanly. considerate people. 
Their revolution has been re¬ 
markably humane. The death 
toll is around ten in 11 
months. When you consider 
the broad range of discordant 
ideologies caught up in this 
struggle of coup and counter- 
coup — all the way from the 
extreme right to the Maoists 
the lack of bloodshed It 
impressive. 

But as the exuberance of 
ihe revolution recedes, fear is 
increasingly taking its place. 
Anyone to the right of ihe po¬ 
litical centre is naturally 
afraid. The CDS (right-wing 
Centre Democrats) and Chris¬ 
tian Democrats have had 
their meetings broken up and 
their election headquarters 
throughout the country pil¬ 
laged by left-wing agitators. 


Their leaders are in hiding, 
or trying to flee the country, 
or resignedly awaiting arrest. 

But this new fear of the 
Portuguese spills over ideo¬ 
logical boundaries. Nobody is 
spared. The "moderates” in 
the armed forces fear the 
young left-wing officers now 
in control, who in their turn 
fear an upsurge of reaction 
a Portuguese Franco who 
may even now lie preparing 
to raise his standard in some 


provincial garrison. The peas¬ 
antry fears change — from 
the left. The socialists fear 
the communists, and the com¬ 
munists fear a fascist putsch 
that would plunge them back 
into jails and exile. The 
Maoists and assorted Baader- 
Meinhof imitators — con¬ 
demned by the junta and the 
communists — fear everyone 
and everything except their 
own violence. 

One has to admit that al! 
these anxieties are well found¬ 
ed. And there is yet another, 
which is all the more alarm¬ 
ing because only some scared 
members of the business com¬ 
munity are worrying about it. 
This is ihe economic chaos 
into which the country is slip¬ 
ping. with a 30 per cent infla¬ 
tion rale and a chronic need 
for foreign investment that 
the military junta is doing In- 
tie to attract. 


It is under this heavy cloud 
that Portugal opened a pre¬ 
liminary campaign to elect a 
constituent assembly w’hich 
will frame the new constitu¬ 
tion. Expecting a strong right- 
wing showing in the poll, the 
left-wing army officers are 
clinging to their power. 

The hope in Lisbon is that 
somehow in the coming weeks 
men of sound judgment and 
moderate jiolitical views will 
come to the forefront in time 
to prevenl the Portuguese 
revolution from blowing itself 
to pieces.

The refusal of the Greater Victoria regional municipal 
employers to have an Industrial Inquiry Commission set up 
shows how genuine these people are in settling the dispute. 
Jim Campbell let the cat out of the bag when hp reiterated 
that regional employers were standing by their offer. 

It is exactly when one party adopts such an attitude, 
which the other party thinks is unfair, that a third party has 
to intervene. This is why the laws of the land provide for the 
appointment of an Industrial Inquiry Commission. 

Municipal employers want the dispute to continue. After 
all. local taxes are coming in and they are not supplying ser¬ 
vices. Shall we be paying only three-quarters of our taxes or 
will it be the whole lot? No doubt «t will be the latter. Tf this 
I* not daylight robbery 1 do not know what is! 

It Is very unfortunate indeed that volunteers do not seem 
♦n realize that they are being used by these unscrupulous peo¬ 
ple as strike-breakers. I realize that some of these volunteers 
are genuine in their intentions: these are the ones that are 
abused. 

The majority, however, are scabs (no other word can 
describe their actions) who are being paid in an underhanded 


way for working in the depth of the night. Municipal employ¬ 
ers do not hesitate to make use of these people outside of the 
unions, as well as crawlers (another strong but appropriate 
word) inside unions who keep them informed thus hoping to 
obtain some personal pecuniary benefit ait the expense of the 
rest of the membership. 

In the next few days every alderman should declare 
whether she or he is in favor of the appointment of an Indus- 
tidal Inquiry Commission. Taxpayers should make a note of 
such declarations and act accordingly at the next municipal 
elections.

Iran’s ‘white revolution’ 
creates staggering chaos 


The autos clip along 
t he divided expressway 
leading into the Iranian 
capital city but suddenly 
swerve to avoid a four- 
camel caravan, led by an 
ancient herder proceed¬ 
ing toward them in the 
wrong Jane. 

l.ong banners hang from the 
lamp poles exhorting drivers 
to learn what the new Euro¬ 
pean-type traffic sign sig¬ 
nifies. 

High-rise buildings tower 
over the streets, lined with 
open drainage ditches. Beg¬ 
gars 8041011 from well-dressed 
drivers of Mercedes passen¬ 
ger cars at stoplights. 

A main square has as its 
central monument an oil der¬ 
rick lit gaudily at night. 

If such a symbol may seem 
too much like the golden calf, 
there is good reason for it in 
Iran. 

For the country realized 
more than $13 billion in oil 
revenues last year, a fourfold 
Increase over 1973, and there 
Is a pro*pc« l of at least a* 
much revenue this year, and 
In the yearn to come. Some 
Iranian officials project that 
in the next IS yearn the 
country will spend an Incred¬ 
ible $460 to $515 billion. 

This year, even after taking 
care of domestic needs, ex¬ 
perts estimate that Iran will 
spend at least. SIO billion on 
foreign materials, goods, ser¬ 
vices and investment. 


Thus, with $10 billion at 
stake, Tehran’s hotels are 
crammed with businessmen 
seeking sales, national trade 
representatives looking for 
inter-country agreements and 
foreign diplomats after loans 
to relieve their own nation's 
deficits caused by the quadru¬ 
pled increase in oil prices. 

None of the oil-producing 
countries can rival' jn extent 
and scope the spending being 
done by Iran and none of 
ihe.se nations has as clear a 
policy as to what it is going in 
do with its massive oil reve¬ 
nues. 

For §hah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlevi, the country’s abso¬ 
lute monarch, is determined 
to wrench his nation from the 
status of an underdeveloped 
state to that of an industrial 
society — able to export ma¬ 
chinery and goods — by the 
end of this century.

Each day the newspafiers 
are filled with advertisements 
for tenders of all kinds: pow¬ 
erline towers, oil pipelines, 
gas-liquefying plants. 


The newt columns carry re¬ 
ports of the latest deals: the 
$15 billion trade pact with the 
United States; the $3 billion 
agreement with the Soviet 
Union; the $70 million glues 
factory to be built by Japa¬ 
nese firms; five high-speed 
turbo trains supplied by 
France; and a $600 million 
contract for grain elevators 
by a private British-German- 
Italian consortium. 

And equally intriguing is 
(he growing investment by 
Iran in foreign firms: the $300 
million offer to buy into Pan 
American World Airways; the 


Whatever the Shah and his 
advisers plan for the long run, 
the short-term effects of the 
oil boom constitute a severe 
and painful dislocation for 
many of his people. 

Tehran Is a mess, visibly 
cracking at the seams. Each 
day sees the traffic and the 
smog grow thicker. There is 
no adequate w'ater or sewer 
system. Irresponsible builders 
have left most of the city with 
poorly designed houses and 
offices that begin to fall apart 
almost before the developers 
can spend their windfall prof¬ 
its. 

The Shah himself was em¬ 
barrassed by the collapse of 
the roof of the city's major 
airport terminal building 
killing 18 persons and injuring 
scores more. 


There is an acute shortage 
of public transportation, yet 
while a few British double¬ 
decked buses ply the almost

Germany’s Krupp works; the 
offer to buy chunks of Italian 
and British trade companies. 

Much of Iran’s latest pur¬ 
chases consist of armaments: 
the country is the largest 
buyer of U.S. arms, an es¬ 
timated $7.6 billion in the last 
two years alone. 


While some of lus critics 
suggest that Iran has more 
than enough guns, planes and 
warships, the Shah quite 
clearly intends to build up his 


impenetrable streets. 20.000 
more new cars have just been 
imported from abroad. 

The French are contracting 
to build a subway system 
which will undoubtedly con¬ 
tribute to congestion during 
construction and may not 
even work, since the city is 
built on porous soil, ill-suited 
for underground tunnelling, 
into which all the accumulat¬ 
ed sewage of the years has 
seeped. 

The city is drained by 
streams flowing from the 
mountains directly to the 
north, which enter the street- 
side ditches clean and clear 


but are dirty and dank by the 
time they reach the southern 
end of the capital. 

The city's telephone system 
is a shambles, and an official 
the other day declared that 50 
per cent of the “nervous ten¬ 
sion in Iran” was due to the 
problems of getting or finding 
a phone number. 

In the provinces, traditional 
life has been uprooted by 
many of the farmei-s moving 
to the cities for higher wages. 
But once there, these people 
are reluctant to move on to 
the new industrial develop¬ 
ments along the Persian Gulf, 
where they are needed, be¬ 
cause they prefer to remain 
with (heir newfound friends 
and their relatives in the 
cities. 

So agricultural production 
lias fallen off, and the price of 
food has risen sharply be¬ 
cause much of It must now 
he Imported. It is a matter of 
some debate as to just how 
many of the benefits of the 
Shah's so-called white revolu¬ 
tion of land and other reforms 
have penetrated down to the 
lowest classes of the society. 

Yet most .responsible ob¬ 
servers here, including Iran¬ 
ian journalists not beholden to 
the government, believe that, 
on balance, the Shah has had 
the best interests of ihe 
country in mind. 


Whatever his failings, and 
that, his sense of history is 
such that he sees himself as 
an Ataturk of his country 
rather than a despoiler of it. 
(Kemal Ataturk was the fa¬ 
ther of modern Turkey whose 
reforms brought it into the 
mainstream of 20th-century 
life.) 

In trying to bring this vast, 
and what was a desperately 
poor country before the oil 
boom, into the modern world, 
the Shah seems certain that 
the solidarity of the oil- 
producing countries will keep 
'the price of oil high enough . 
so that he can count on his 
huge yearly income to finance 
industrialization. 

Indeed, for better or worse, 
most Iranians, by all ac¬ 
counts, are experiencing a 
pride - if not downright arro¬ 
gance — based on the new¬ 
found sense of nationalistic 
power that oil wealth has 
brought to the country.

The changp* and disloca¬ 
tions caused by this upheaval 
are enormous: The capital of | 
Tehran has become the over- i 
crowded, scruffy, sprawling 
home of four million people; 
enforced mobility is being 
thrust on thousands of 
workers, eventually perhaps 
millions; and the formerly ag¬ 
ricultural nation must now 
import food supplies. 

But the leaders of this 
country of 33 million people 
believe that all these national 
discomforts are minor be¬ 
side the need to industrialize 
and modernize. 

”We really have only 15 
years,” says a senior min¬ 
ister. “We have only 30 years 
until the oil runs dry — but by 
that time we must be proper¬ 
ly industrialized with alter¬ 
nate sources of energy in gas 
and nuclear power. After 15 
years, we should be ready to 
use oil not as a fuel but as a 
base for all the petrochemical 
products." 

Industrialization in 15 years 
is the Shah’s goal, though his 
few vocal critics maintain 
that this is going too far. too 
Tast. at the.risk of the disrup¬ 
tion of society.

Iranian leaders believe that 
countries like Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait with rela¬ 
tively small populations and 
nomadic traditions — can af¬ 
ford to sit back, enrich them¬ 
selves and concentrate on 
investing in oil incomes. 

But with his own big 
country so strategically locat¬ 
ed. the Shah has opted for his 
crash program of industri¬ 
alization at whatever cost. 

“Of all (he underdeveloped 
countries.” says one western 
economist here. “Iran has thp 
best base on which to indus¬ 
trialize.” 

But the Industrial transfer 
mat inn takes on staggering dl 
mensinns: Since the major 
cities are hundreds of miles 
inland, port facilities must he 
built from scratch, railroads 
laid and highways construct¬ 
ed, as well as trucks provided 
to haul the supplies.

Christopher Wayne Hol- 
hauaer, 23, the first inmate to 
leave the new Jordan River 
forestry camp without author¬ 
ity, was sentenced Tuesday in 
Victoria Provincial Oodrt to 
three months in jail tor being 
unlawfully at large. 

Holhauser, a resident of 
Westholme, pleaded guilty to 
a Sooke ROMP charge dated 
March 13, exactly one month 
after he arrived in the first 
group of inmates transferred 
to the Jordan River camp 
from the Wilkinson Road pro¬ 
vincial jail in Saanich. 

He had two months to go of 
a six-month term for mischief 
and theft and hitchhiked to 
Chemainus to see a girlfriend 
who had written him a jilting 
letter. He was picked up 
March 14 at Chemainus in a 
bus on its way to Victoria. 

Judge William Ostler had a 
bit of trouble getting Hol- 
hauser’s reason. The judge 
asked for an explanation but 
Holhauser said at first there 
was "none that I can give. 

Ostler then asked why Hol¬ 
hauser couldn’t have waited 
for two months., The reply: 
"It wasn’t a matter of wait¬ 
ing. I applied for a pass tor 
certain reasons but it was de¬ 
nied. I l«ft under emotional 
reasons.” 

The judge said he is often 
told by persons facing such a 


charge that emotional reasons 
are involved ‘‘but you know 
you must obey the regula¬ 
tions." 

Ostler said higher courts 
viewed such cases as serious 
matters but Holhauser hkd no 
record for similar offences — 
"I see no reason to be harsh 
. . . you'll just have to wait” 

Holhauser was sentenced to 
three months in jail to start 
when the other term ends. 


Ostler at first set a tine of 
$200 for Joseph Orland Negus, 
24, of T10 Fort, but then 
changed the penalty to a sus¬ 
pended sentence and a six- 
month term of probation. 

Negus pleaded guilty to a 
Victoria charge of stealing 79 
cents worth of batteries Mon¬ 
day from Shoppers’ Drug 
Mart, 1302 Douglas.

Wages, prices, profits 

Teachers urge 
tight controls 


Greater Victoria teachers 
have come out in favor of 
government controls over all 
prices and incomes. 

In a resolution to be pre¬ 
sented at next week’s annual 
B.C. Teachers’ Federation 
convention in Vancouver, the 
Greater Victoria Teachers As¬ 
sociation urges provincial and 
federal control over wages, 
prices, profits, dividends, in¬ 
terest and rents. 

The resolution was proposed 
by Oak Bay high school teach¬ 
ers and passed by the associa¬ 
tion by a narrow margin, as¬ 
sociation president Mavis Da 
Girolamo said Tuesday. 

It Is one of 27 resolutions to 
be recommended by lower Is¬ 
land teachers at the provin¬ 
cial convention. 

In a statement in support of 
the,resolution, Oak Bay teach¬ 
er David Reimer said govern¬ 
ment control is "surely the 
only fair and sensible proce¬ 
dure to settle wage and salary 
disputes for all groups. 

"However, we cannot ex¬ 
pect labor unions to agree to 
tills procedure as long as 
manufacturers or entrepre¬ 


neurs are allow'ed to charge 
all the traffic will bear.” 

Allowing excessive inflation, 
Reimer said, is tantamount to 
stealing from tliose who saved 
for thc-ir retirement through¬ 
out their working lives. 

Another possibly controver¬ 
sial resolution, proposed by 
the South Vancouver Island 
Council of Teachers, recom¬ 
mends a change in the Public 
Schools Act to allow teachers 
to run for school board seats. 

The council represents 
teachers in all districts south 
of Nanaimo, except Greater 
Victoria. 

A recommendation from a 
BCTF task force calls tor the 
provincial government to as¬ 
sume a much greater share of 
the cost of public education, 
aiming at an 80 per cent 
share by 1980. 

The same group also pro¬ 
poses that tax exemptions be 
removed from church and 
government property and that 
education taxes be taken from 
all residential property. 

The resolutions will be dis¬ 
cussed and voted on by some 
700 delegates at the annual 
teachers’ convention.

Forest tenure scheme 


Small firms cut out

The current system of 
forest tenure arrangements 
-tends tf> favor the large in¬ 
tegrated forest companies 
rather than smaller compa¬ 
nies, says a report prepared 
for the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

The report, released Tues¬ 
day, is the third study on 
crown timber disposal headed 
by Dr. Peter Pearse, a Uni¬ 
versity of B.C. economist. 

Unlike the previous two re¬ 
ports. it makes no recommen¬ 
dations but. provides back¬ 
ground on the existing forest 
lenure arrangements. 


One section of the report 
says there are some forms of 
lenure designed to accommo¬ 
date the large forest compa¬ 
nies and others more suited to 
the smaller operations, "but 
in some respects the resulting 
pattern suggests unbalanced 
advantage." 

It says the very extensive 
tracts that are licensed to 
large integrated companies as 
pulp leases, three farm li¬ 
cences and pulpwood harvest¬ 
ing agreements "provide 
rights to crown timber on 
generally m ore favorable 
terms than the tenures held 
by smaller operators."

Hardly anybody noticed it hut, 64 tankers carrying Alber¬ 
ta crude oil sailed west through Juan de Fuca Strait in the 
past year. That statistic was one of the more interesting ones 
derived from Trans Mountain Pipe Line Co. Ltd’s oil move¬ 
ments section in the annual report. 

The tankers varied in size and none of them were of the 
supertanker variety, but they hauled a total of 16.25 million 
barrels most of which wpre destined for eastern Canada 
ports. There was /i sudden need f >r the crude in the east, ii 
will be recalled, because of Arab boycotts and staggering 
price rises. 

Trans Mountain secretary G. A. Irving said Tuesday in 
an interview that he didn't see a repeat this year of Iasi 
year's sudden upsurge which was five times the daily 
average of exports out of the Westridge terminal in 19?:’.. 

Irving said that there were two spillage "incidents" at 
the Burrard Inlet terminal during the year, neither of which 
was Ihe responsibility of his company, but the loading facility 
was boomed with oil-spill containment equipment and dam¬ 
age was held to a minimum. 

It's not a simple thing to put all this marine traffic into 
perspective when trying to compare it. with wha! is planned 
when the Washington refineries start to accept Alaska North 
Slop crude in two years time. Atlantic Richfield, for in¬ 
stance. claims that it can supply its 100,000 bHrrel-per-day 
Cherry Point refinery with fewer than 50 tankers per year. 
That estimate Is based on 120,000 dwt ships each carrying 
about 750,000 barrels (Imperial gallon measure). 

The Arco ships, which do not qualify as supertankers, are 
of course much larger than the ones that make their way out 
under the First and Second Narrow's bridges in Vancouver 
harbor. And it .must he noted that there are three other 
refineries in Washington that also will be taking increased 
tanker traffic, to say nothing of the possibility of a western 
l\S. terminal for a proposed pipeline to the midwest and 
eastern slates. 

Then again, while worrying about tanker traffic past our 
from door, the B.C. Knergy Commission's brief this week to 
the National Knergy board estimates that this province will 
have to import 90 per cent of its oil by 1991. By that time, the 
commission says, we'll have cut off all exports to the U.S., 
increased thp Trans Mountain line's capacity or started im¬ 
porting foreign crude. '

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Community-minded and environment a I ly-rnwrrned «-it »- 
zons in the Greater Victoria area are showing the way to all 
Canada by their efforts to restore the Goldstream to its 
former fish production capabilities. 

Their efforts are being assisted oul monitored by 
federal and provincial fisheries officials, who expect to adopt 
some of the experimental programs on the Goldstream for 
use in other small fish-producing streams. 

For several years outdoor groups loosely tied together 
by the Amalgamated Conservation Society have Iteen car¬ 
rying oul a salmon fry-feeding program on the Goldstream. 
and Demamiel and Tugwell Creeks in the Sooke area. 

This past fall, members of the clubs and the public, built, 
installed and operated a gravel incubation box at (ioid- 
stream and another on Maryvine Creek at Sooke. They filled 
these two mini-hatcheries with gravel and 100.000 coho eggs, 
which were successfully eyed in January. 

Next step will start almost immediately and it is to build 
p side channel along the Goldstream, which will be designed 
to give protection to eggs and fry during flood conditions and 
provide rearing w ater for fry in summer. 

It will he designed to encourage salmon and steelhead to 
enter it to spawn naturally. 

Approvals have been received from the provincial parks 
branch, the fish and wildlife branch and the federal fisheries 
and marine service to rehabilitate an old side channel on the 
(foldstroam. 

Volunteer work parties will be organized to work on the 
channel in evenings and on weekends. It will not be a cement 
fishway, but rather a log and stone-guided channel designed 
to fit in with'the natural park setting of Goldstream. 

"It will he a demonstration channel, designed to focus 
interests in small streams at the community level." says 
Howard English, one of the sijarkplugs of the project. 

Pools for desilting and rearing will be improved. There 
will be potential spawning gravel for 18 pairs of spawners 
^nd more than lO.CKK) eggs. 

Federal fisheries will have its engineers assist and moni¬ 
tor the project. "We would like to lie involv ed to get informa¬ 
tion that would lie useful elsewhere," says federal biologist 
Fred Fraser. 


Provincial fish and wildlife biologists have been watch¬ 
ing the Goldstream project and this weekend will start their 
own steelhead incubation box experiment on the Oyster 
River, midway between Courtenay and Campbell River. 

AL'S, which hofies to double its mini-hatchery capabilities 
has offered space in its incubation boxes to the fish and 
wildlife branch for steelhead and cutthroat trout eggs. 

Starting May 1. ACS volunteers will start fry feeding in 
the Goldstream. feeding three days a week, then increasing 
tto five to seven evenings a week from June 21 to July 4. 

Object is to hold the fry in the stream to allow them to 
grow bigger before going out to sea, and thereby increasing 
I he likelihood of survival. 

'Hie Coldstream and Sooke rehabilitation projects have 
Itren a cooperative effort. The provincial government provid¬ 
ed funds for materials, the federal government technical as¬ 
sistance. the municipal governments and water hoard provid¬ 
ed water and sitej for the boxes. 

Already the fry feeding programs have been successful. 

The spawning escapement of coho to Goldstream in the 
1971 fall, from Ihe first year of fry feeding (in 1972 1 was near¬ 
ly coho. That compares to 100 coho spawners in each of 
the prev ious two years. 

Spirt catches in Saanich Inlej. to which Goldstream con¬ 
tributes, plus the Goldstream spawners, in* leased by nearly 
.1000 coho, from that br<x»d year (1971 brood. 1972 feeding!, 
over the average of the prev ions two years, re|>orts English. 

Besides the federal and provincial government the incuba¬ 
tion box project has been a real community effort. Five 
members of the ACS went up to the Quinsam hatchery to 
learn egg-take procedures. 

Students of the Sooke high school built the incubati »n box 
for Sooke’s Maryvine River. Members of the Victoria Fish 
and Game Club built the Goldstream box. RCN Anglers' in¬ 
stalled the incubation box and built holding and netting fences 
for Goldstream. Members of the Pacific Trailers’ Association 
installed Ihe box and nets and pens on Maryvine. Members of 
South Vancouver Island Rangers built a spawner tranquilizer 
box. All other AC’S-affilialcd clubs provided members 1o 
assist with the actual work and will help with fry feeding

MONTREAL (CP) - The 
battle between the organizing 
committee for the 1976 Olym¬ 
pics and European broad¬ 
casters about the price of 
television rights for the 
Games continues hotter than 
ever today. 

The latest salvo was fired 
Tuesday when Roger Rous¬ 
seau. president of the organiz¬ 
ing committee, told a hastily- 
convened hews conference the 
Montreal group had refused a 


joint offer from the 33-country 
European Broadcasting Union 
(EBU) and Eastern Europe’s 
Intervision (OIRT) of 
$5,250,000 for the rights. 

Rousseau said the following 
cable had been sent to EBU 
headquarters in Geneva and 
to Intervision headquarters ii> 
Prague:

“In determined effort to 
reach final agreement to in¬ 
sure television of 1976 Olym¬ 
pic Games for all Europeans, 
the organizing committee 
hereby reduces its offer from 
$20 million to $14,500,000 for 
EBU and from $10 million to 
$6,400,000 for OIRT for rights 
and basic facilities. 

"Please advise whpn we 
can expect to receive your de¬ 
cision." 

Earlier this month. Sir 
(’haties Curran, head of the 
EBU, said he was "steadily 
building an expectation of no 
Games on television, and I’m 
a bsolutely serious about 
that." 

S i r Charles. director- 
general of the BBC in addition 
to his duties with the EBU, 
said if Eurovision held firmly 
lo its $5 million-plus offer, it 
will win the final showdown 
and protect the principle of 
"reasonable” rights fees for 
future sporting events 
throughout the world. 

But Rousseau, along with 
Neil Asselin, in charge of ne¬ 
gotiations for the organizing 
committee, disagreed with the 
stand taken by the EBU pres¬ 
ident. 

They said Ihp organizing 
committee’s lalest proivzsal 
"offers clear proof of its de¬ 
termination that all Europe 
has the opportunity to view 
the 1976 Olympic Games.” 

In December, 1972, just, 
months after the Munich 
Games, the organizing com¬ 
mittee signed a record $25- 
million contract for United 
Slates rights with the Ameri¬ 
can Broadcasting Co., almost 
double the $13.5 million the 
network paid for the televi¬ 
sion rights in Munich. 

The $25 million received 
from ABC has since been sup¬ 
plemented by a $250,000 con¬ 
tract signed with Hong Kong 
broadcasters. 

The organizing committe 
maintains it is following its 
established policy of self¬ 
financing each project with 
the approval of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee, 
and that it developed a scale 
of rates designed to .spread 
the cost of television "fairly 
and equitably” among broad¬ 
casters across the world.

significant factors,” Asselin 
said. “One is the wealth of 
each country, two, its degree 
of interest in amateur sport, 
and three, the nature of its 
broadcasting system. 

"The offer made today to 
EBU and OIRT represents a 
substantial concession by the 
organizing committee to guar¬ 
antee television coverage to 
European viewers, who. as a 
group, have traditionally 
shown exceptional interest in ; 
the Games.” 

Asselin said thal a daily : 
average of nine hours televi¬ 
sion viewing would he avail¬ 
able for 16 days to 500 million 
European viewers, with the 
average cost of roughly four 
cents per viewer. 

"It is one of die most eco¬ 
nomical purchases of televi¬ 
sion programming available : 
today." he said. "By the hour, 
the 16-day event which begins 
July 17, 1976 will cosl Britain 
$21,000. France $23,000. West 
Germany $27,000, and Italy 
$ 10,000 

"In Britain alone program¬ 
ming costs are reported to be j 
close lo $80,000 per hour for 
drama and $46,000 per hour 
for football." 

Neither Rousseau nor Asse¬ 
lin dismissed the possibility : 
thp committee could wind up 
negotiating with individual 
countries, hut both agreed it 
would he beter for all con¬ 
cerned if agreement could bp 
reached with the broadcast 
unions.

Test time urged 
for pot easing 


WASHINGTON - Alex¬ 
ander Butterfield, who star¬ 
tled the nation in 1973 by re¬ 
vealing the existence of Rich¬ 
ard Nixon's secret White 
House taping system, re¬ 
signed Tuesday as chief of the 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion. ji . - 

The FAA has come under 
Intense criticism during the 
past year for failure to act 
more promptly on aviation 
Safety matters. But President 
Ford, accepting Butterfield’s 
resignation "with sincere re¬ 
gret,” praised the agency 
chief for advancing the cause 
of air safety. 

Butterfield took charge of 
the FAA March 14, 1973, after 
serving four years as a dep¬ 
uty assistant to Nixon. His 
resignation from the FAA 
post is effective March 31.

The triaj period for the law 
should include a requirement 
for scientific studies to moni¬ 
tor its impact during the test 
period, members of the Addic¬ 
tion Research Foundation told 
a Senate committee studying 
the proposed legislation. 

Harold Kalant, a foundation 
associate research director, 
told the Senate legal affairs 


committee that a cautious ap¬ 
proach to liberalizing the law 
on marijuana and hashish is 
preferable to adoption of a 
firm legal change that might 
prove irreversible in practice. 

"Adoption of such 4 policy 
of legislative experimentation 
would not only provide a 
sound basis for ftiture judg¬ 
ments and decisions but 
might also become a prece¬ 
dent for the management of 
many other social problems 
which arouse equally strong 
and bitterly divided feelings,’’ 
he said.

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Abducted teenage girl 

Sex suspect sought 


Saanich police issued a 
composite drawing and ap¬ 
peal for public assistance 
Tuesday in obtaining informa¬ 
tion which might help them 
locate a young man who ab¬ 
ducted a leenage girl and 
forced her to commit an in¬ 
decent act. 

The man was described as 
five feet 10 inches* tail, of me¬ 
dium build, and 19 to 25 years 
of age. He wore a light col¬ 
ored shirt, blue jeans and 
brown square-toe shoes. 

He abducted a 17-year-old 
girl, whose identity has not 
been released, last Thursday 
at 9:45 p.m. in the 3000 block 
Tillicum. 

He drove her to the rear of 
Spectrum school and then 
Marigold school where on 
both occasions he threatened 
to kill her if she did not co¬ 
operate, Saanich police said. 

"He held her at gun-point, 


stripped her and tried to rape 
her at both locations.” police 
said. The man then forced her 
to commit an indecent act, 
police said before driving her 
back to the pickup area where 
she was released. 

Police said the man, uho 
drove a red, two-door Toyota, 
first approached a 16-yeaiMdd 
Esquimalt girl who was walk¬ 
ing on Tillicum near Gorge. 
He stopped his car, pointed a 
handgun at her and told her 
to get in the car. She refused 
and walked away. 

Police said three teenage 
girls could identify the sus¬ 
pect — the girl who walked 
away from hiR car. the sec¬ 
ond. who was abducted, and a 
friend with whom she was 
walking at the time. 

Police asked that informa¬ 
tion be phoned to 388-4321. 
They said the suspect ia con¬ 
sidered dangerous as he is 
armed.

Walter Baker (PC — Gren- 
ville-Carleton) agreed to dis¬ 
cuss Drury’s offer, and the 
matter was dropped. 

The dispute revolves around 
a communications branch 
operated by the National Re¬ 
source Council. Drury d i s - 
closed to a committee meet¬ 
ing Monday night that it had 
been transferred to the de¬ 
fence department. 


Existence of the branch has 
been another one of those 
poorly-kept secrets that 
abound in Ottawa. 

However, its operations are 
a mystery, except that it 
deals with foreign com¬ 
munications. Baker noted that 
Drury had told a Monday 
night committee that appro¬ 
priations for security es¬ 
tablishments were spread 


through the government’s es¬ 
timates in a manner to con¬ 
ceal them from Canada’s ene¬ 
mies. 

Baker said this was offen¬ 
sive to the democratic system 
of government under which 
spending was approved by 
MPs. Drury responded by 
saying counter-intelligence 
must be as secret as the secu¬ 
rity risks it was trying to ex¬ 
pose.

As Greater Victoria's municipal strike- 
lockout goes into its third month, inconveni¬ 
ence to most residents is still at an accept¬ 
able level. 

In fact, if it weren't the shortened school 
hours and the lack of garbage pickup ser¬ 
vices, most Greater Victorians wouldn’t even 
know there was a strike-lockout. 

Management spokesmen claim the unions 
have completely failed in their attempts to 
paralyse any of the municipal operations. 
TRAFFIC is still flowing smoothly. With 
the exception of.one left-turn signal at Doug- 
la« and Hillside, and a light al Douglas and 
Finlayson, traffic lights are working. 

Victoria traffic engineer David Campbell 
said Monday he has been able to repair 
minor breakdowns on seven traffic lights. 

‘ We also had to replace a few traffic 
signs that were knocked down, but every¬ 
thing is well under control,” Campbell said. 

City engineer John Sanson and his "man¬ 
agement crew" are trying to keep the city's 
water and sewer lines open. 

NO SOONER dues a report of a plugged 
sewer come in, than Sanson and his non¬ 
union people rush out lo unplug it. 

Even the closure of Johnson Street Bridge 
last week didn't create chaos. 

There was a traffic tieup hut, after a 
while, Point Ellice Bridge was able to absorb 
the added traffic. 

Victoria’s parks department reports that 
flowering trees are blossoming and so are 
the daffodils, and the grass on boulevards 
and in parks, although high, is not, unsightly. 

TWO AFTERNOONS a week, the city's 
traffic and engineering departments’ non¬ 
union personnel are filling in potholes. 

"We just fill in those that could cause 
damage to cars," said Campbell. 

To date, about five truckloadsi or JO cubic 
yards of asphalt have bepn distributed across 
the city by management's "pothole squad.” 


IN SAANICH, the interim road crew 
hasn't been able to keep up with all patch- 
work but with the help of reports from resi¬ 
dents and police they have managed to fill 
the worst potholes, Mayor Ed Lum said. 

The crew has been pulled off road- 
pa Iching this week to clear five tennis courts 
of garbage, he added. 

The lockout has made little noticeable dif¬ 
ference in Sidney, Aid. Peter Malcolm said. 
"Sidney has been the least affected of the 
municipalities.” 

Pothole filling has been neglected, he said, 
but he doubted that the town’s street paving 
program to start in April will be held up by 
the dispute. , 

PREPARING TAX notices is the biggest 
problem right now, Malcolm said. 

The story is similar in the other munici¬ 
palities and at the Capital Region Board. 

Meanwhile, the lack of heat in buildings 
whose heating systems are hooked up to Vic¬ 
toria city hall's oil tanks is no longer causing 
much trouble. 

Warmer weather combined with electric 
heaters keeps the court buildings, police 
headquarters, the Silver Threads Centre and 
a number of stores around Centennial Square 
comfortable. 

THAT JL’ST leaves the garbage situation 
as a problem. 

The Esquimalt Road heliport looks more 
and more like a regular garbage dump and it 
will take quite some time to clean the area 
after the strike is over. 

But city officials say that's a small price 
to pay for the savings municipalities have 
chalked up. 

EARLY IN the strike, Victoria Mayor 
Peter Pollen estimated the city would save 
$25,000 in wages for every day of the strike. 

That would put the savings to date at 
somewhere around Ihe SI million mark. 

The municipalities of Saanich. Oak Ray, 
Esquimau, and Sidney are believed to have 
combined savings of an equal amount.

Good students are doing well but bad 
students are doing worse during die CUPE 
strike. 

That's about the only generalization that 
can be made about school performance as 
ihe strike by Greater Victoria school board 
maintenance men enters its 31st day. 

A typical comment from teachers inter¬ 
viewed by the Colonist comes from Robert 
Kendrick, assistant principal at Oak Bay 
high school. 

"Very good students are keeping up ... . 
the drifters are taking advantage of if,-they 
will anyway.” 

AND KENDRICK notes that school child¬ 
ren who find it hard to keep up with a par¬ 
ticular subject under normal circumstances 
are finding it still tougher in the strike situa¬ 
tion where hours are reduced. —*•-- 

The onus is on the student to take res¬ 
ponsibility and "do things on their own," 
he said. 

Kendrick points out that the yearly cur¬ 
riculum is laid down mainly by the pro¬ 
vince and there are not likely lo be changes 
made. 

He also says that indoor sports and cultu¬ 
ral activities that help to enrich a student's . 
life have had to he "severely curtailed.” 

HIS MEW is echoed by Peggy Martin, 
home economics consultant for high schools, 
who says her feeling is that there's "no extra 
time to enjoy what you are doing.” 

Btrt Mrs. Martin says the situation is far 
from desperate and oasic education is being 
well covered. 

By and large, students and teacliers are 
not predicting gloom and doom and are ad¬ 
opting the traditional British stance of mudd¬ 
ling through and muddling through well. 

Some teachers are even expanding their 
teaching horizons, taking classes at thou own 
homes and getting down to "in-service” re¬ 
fresher training. 

FOR THE past couple of weeks. Tom 
Sneddon, a science teacher ai Central junior- 
high. has had some 100 students go to the 
Provincial Museum to study natural history

learners 


and the history-filled "old town” exhibit. 

They have apparently been full of enthus¬ 
iasm for the project which involves their fill¬ 
ing out questionnaires prepared by Sneddon. 

Sneddon's one-hour lab classes tend to 
prove pretty hectic but he says that some 
children are working better than they did 
before the strike. 

Those, however, who need a "hand-on-the- 
shoulder” to push them through their work, 
are suffering. 

“IT BOTHERS me that I don’t have my 
kids there . . . we're adapting in a bad situa¬ 
tion.” he told the Colonist. 

Adaptation was the name of the game in 
preparation for last weekend’s performance 
of West Side Story by Oak Bay senior high. 

Director Tony Nicholas said the musical, 
involving more than 10 children and half-a- 
dozen staff, was to have been performed in 
the junior high auditorium. 

BI T THE STRIKE meant that the .per¬ 
formance had to he advanced three or four 
days and transferred out of Oak Ray to the 
Newcombe auditorium in the Provincial Mu¬ 
seum. 

Nicholas said that as the Newcombe stage 
was much less deep land slightly less widei 
than that at Oak Bay. some scenery had to 
be re-made and some even scrapped.. 

But he noted that teachers and students 
were not about to “let the strike ruin, as 
Churchill would say, blood, toil, tears and 
sweat” expended over nearly half-a-year — 
and hectic adaptations were made. 

POST STRIKE rehearsals were conducted 
in a basement at the University of Victoria. 

And Nicholas pointed out that the make¬ 
shift conditions made for tremendous 
"spirit” in putting on the show. 

Meanwhile, Greater Victoria school hoard 
information officer Bill Stavdal says that at¬ 
tendance at the strike-hound schools has 
"stood up remarkably well." 

Even including schools hit by mass picket¬ 
ing. the normal 92 per cent attendance was 
only dow-n by 2 per cent. 


Jury urges 


1 dead, 4 lost 
in 2 sinkings 


One British Columbia ftsh- 
ermati died and more were 
feared lost Tuesday after two 
more fishboats rftp*lift'd off 
the west coast. 

The eapsizings brought to 13 
ihe number of boats that had 
run into difficulties since the 
herring fishery opened 10 
days ago. 

Four persons are missing 
and 40 were rescued from the 
previous 11 mishaps. 

The fate of another .10 from 
Tuesday’s eapsizings is not 
known. The body of one crew 
member of the 56-foot Brava¬ 
do has been recovered since 
the vessel capsized in stormy 
seas off the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, police at Queen Char¬ 
lotte City said Tuesday night. 

Five other crew members 
are missing. The Rescue Co¬ 
ordination Centre in Victoria 
said plans now are to jow Ihe 
vessel'back to Sandspit in the 
Charlottes and send divers 
into her hull to see if more 
bodies can be located. Police 
said military aircraft from 
Comox would scan the sea for 
survivors through the night. 

The United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union, which 
hanked men out for the Bra¬ 
vado. listed the men as skip¬ 
per Rick Johansen, crew 
members. Guy PeUard, Ray 


Windle, David Hawryluk, and 
Larry Azak. and a Japanese 
technician whose name was 
not known. 

Gene Simpson, manager of 
the B.C. Packers plant at 
Port Edward, said the Brava¬ 
do was empty when she over¬ 
turned. 

The second boat to capsize 
was the B.C. Producer owned 
by McMillan Fish Co. of Van¬ 
couver. She had five aboard. 

The Rescue Co-ordination 
Centre said it went down in 
relatively calm weather eight 
miles northwest of Cape Scott 
which is near the northern tip 
of Vancouver Island. 

Barry McMillan, president 
of McM’llan Fish Co., said de¬ 
tails from the scene were 
sketchy. Other boats were in 
the vicinity of the vessel when 
she capsized. 

The latest mishaps occurred 
as a transport ministry pre¬ 
liminary investigation into the 
previous accidents opened in 
Vancouver. The proceedings 
were held in c amera.

Sgt. Fred Jenkins, NTT) in 
charge of Ihe RCMP customs 
and excise section in Victoria, 
disclosed Tuesday the box 
was located in a downtown 
bank and had been rented by 
a Regina man whose home 
was among 24 searched Mon¬ 
day in Regina. 

Jenkins said a search war¬ 


rant. was obtained "as a re¬ 
sult of information received 
Monday." Two RCMP officers 
who opened the safety deposit 
box took into their possession 
Ihe 40 diamond rings, money 
and "some documents relat¬ 
ing to the rings.” 

Jenkins declined comment 
when asked if the amount of 
money was in the neigh- 
borhf>od of $100,000 but other 
sources indicated that was 
dose to the amount involved. 

The sources said the bank 
\ isit was the only investiga¬ 
tion on Vancouver Island 
linked to the Regina roads.

The students come and go, 
but Dr. Solomon Zeitlin re¬ 
mains, teaching in the same 
rlassroom where he began 
half a century ago. 

The 82-year-old professor of 
post-Biblical literature and in¬ 
stitutions recently celebrated 
his 50th anniversary at tiny 
Dropsie University here. 

"I, began teachng two 
classes a day and I haven’t 
changed. It’s the same sched¬ 
ule. I even use the same 


classroom I started in," he 
said in an interview. 

Zeitlin walks with a limp 
caused by a broken hip, hui 
he still has plenty of spark. 

"I don’t ron away from ar¬ 
guments. Even my students 
often disagree with me. We 
have some lively discussions 
in my classes, hul it's all 
right. I feel fine about my 
opponents. I h a v e nothing 
against them just their 
ideas,” he says. 

Zeitlin has been involved in 
several Biblical controversies, 
the latest involving the 
famous Dead Sea Scrolls dis¬ 
covered in 1947. 

Many scholars say the 
scrolls are pre-Christian, bul 
Zeitlin thinks they date from 
the 6th or 7th century A-D. 


If his theory is correct. It 
might shed new light on the 
historical development of 
Christianity. 

Zeitlin. a native of Russia, 
studied in the Soviet Union 
and in Paris before enrolling 
as h student ai Dropsie in 
1915. He earned a doctoral 
two years later and laugh! in 
New York before returning to 
Dropsie as a prolessor in 1925. 

“We're not a disease, we’re 
a university," said Dr. Abra¬ 
ham Katsch, president of th* 
university. I! is Jewish-spon* 
sored but is nondemonina- 
tional and specializes in Bibli¬ 
cal studies. Enrollment 1* 
about 200. 

"I have always enjoyed 
complete academic freedom.” 
Zeitlin said of his years at 
Dropsie. And he has no plans 
to leave the school. 

"I’ll never retire," he said. 

Zeitlin has published sever¬ 
al books and more than 400 
articles. He now is editing col¬ 
lected works to be published 
in six or seven volumes.

BURNABY (CP) — Grace 
Rollerson who edits a publica¬ 
tion on cacti and succulents, 
which is distributed through¬ 
out Canada and the United 
States, considers her job a 
iiobby, not a business. 

“There have been a lot of 
dumb-dumb articles written 
about cactus and now we 
have a lot of myths that 
aren't really true,” she said. 

One myth she doesn’t like is 
(hat the secret of desert sur¬ 
vival is cutting into a cactus 
for a drink. 

“You don’t go around cut¬ 
ting into every blinking cactus 
to find water. For one thing, 
the liquid would be too thick 
and bitter to drink. You could 
suck on a piece of cactus to 
keep your mouth moist, but 
that’s about all.” 

Another misconception is 
that cacti only grow in 
deserts, which leads people to 
plant them in sand. 

“Some of them come from 
tropical South American 
forests,” she said. "Even the 
cactus which grows in the 
desert is not growing in shift¬ 
ing sand, as the novice might 
think. It grows in soil that is 
hard and gravelly.” 

Mrs. Rollerson also doesn’t 
like the popular advice not to 
water a cactus more than 
once or twice a month, then 
applying fertilizer. 

“A cactus should be planted 
in fertile, porous soil and 
soaked whenever it thorough¬ 
ly dries out and the container 
should have good drainage at 
the bottom. 

“In the fall and winter, the 
plants should be in a dormant 
state and not need much 
water, but if they are kept in 
the house, they will need wa¬ 
tering even during that time.” 

She recommends using 
commercial potting soil, 
aquarium gravel and granu¬ 
lated charcoal, with decayed 
manure and bone heal as fer¬ 
tilizer. 

Mrs. Rollerson said people 
with limited space, such as a 
balcony, can grow cactus and 
have something in bloom all 
the time. 

She said cacti and succu¬ 
lents are related closely, with 
cacti being part of the 
broader family of succulents. 

Her advice for someone 
starting to grow cacti is to 
find out w’here the species ori¬ 
ginated and what the climate 
was like, so the plant can be 
treated accordingly. 

“But with these little un¬ 
named plants you get in some 


stores, it’s difficult. Even 
when they’re named, some¬ 
times the sticks get moved 
around and the buyer is get¬ 
ting inaccurate information. 

“It’s best to buy from some¬ 
one who knows the plant and 
can tell you how to care for 
it.” 


If prospective growers are 
considering buying plants 
from the local supermarket, 
she advises making sure the 
plants are fresh and haven’t 
been set in dark corners or 
under shelves.

want to try growing on a 
larger scale, Mrs. Rollerson 
suggests plant stands 
equipped with fluorescent 
lights, which can be placed 
anywhere in the home. She 
said cacti respond well to ar¬ 
tificial light placed about a 
foot from the plants.

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Barrett’s estimates pass after seven days 

In the Legislature 


By JIM HUME

Premier Barrett’s estimates 
Mere approved in the Legisla¬ 
ture Tuesday at 4:57 p.m., 
nearly 30 hours after debate 
on his office began seven days 
ago. 

The end came quickly as 
Social Credit appeared to be 
determined to stall approval 
into the night hours. 


Jarges Chabot (SC—Colum¬ 
bia River) had just completed 
a series of questions to the 
premier when he realized 
Barrett had left the house and 
wasn’t available for answers. 

As Chabot took his seat, the 
committee of supply chair¬ 
man. following basic routine, 
asked "shall vote two pass?’’ 
Chabot immediately stood up 
to protest that the premier

wasn't available to answer his 
questions. 

Chairman Gerald Anderson 
(NDP — Kamloops) said he 
had no alternative but to call 
for the vote. 

Chabot rose again to 
suggest the house wait for 
Barrett to return. 

On being overruled on that, 
he moved that the committee 
rise and report progress and 
sit again at an hour to be 
decided. The voice vote deny¬ 
ing Chabot that motion was 
challenged and division 
called. 

With all members in their 
seats Chabot’s motion, basi¬ 
cally one of adjournment, was 
defeated and Anderson imme¬ 
diately called for the vote on 
the premier’s estimates. 

This time the voice vote 
was enough and the log-jam 
of the past week was broken. 

Earlier in the afternoon 
Barrett had continued to re¬ 
ceive heavy criticism from 
the opposition, particularly on 
the issues of natural gas 
prices to be re-negotiated in 
Ottawa next month. 

Garde Gardom (L-Van- 
couver-Point Grey) told the 
premier that he "knew full 
well that the municipalities 
were financially crippled and 
cannot function.” But, all the 
premier had said to them was 
"stick around, I’m going to go 
high rolling (in Ottawa). He’s 
offering them a share of the 
unknown.” 

Gardom was referring to 
the $20 million in extra reve¬ 
nues offered to municipalities 
if the federal government 
agrees to increase the export 
price of gas to $1.50 per thou¬ 
sand cubic feet. The going 
price is $1 a thousand. 

"He’s just going to Ottawa 
without consideration of the 
ramifications of the British 
North America Act (govern¬ 
ing natural resources) and we 
can’t get answers as to what 


he’s going to ask,” Gardom 
said. 

He charged the premier 
with being totally irrespon¬ 
sible in that he had consis¬ 
tently refused to answer ques¬ 
tions in the house. 

"It’s a deliberate plot, a 
cunning and well designed 
procedure to protect weak 
ministers at the end of the es¬ 
timates,” Gardom said. He 
completed the statement just 
before his face broke into a 
grin. 

Barrett responded in kind 
with a dig at Social Credit 
whom he said were "say¬ 
ing nothing, letting the rump 
group (the Liberals) take 
over.” 

He reminded the house that 
the government had the au¬ 
thority and the power to call 
any "vote” (estimate) it 
wished and hinted that if the 
opposition didn’t soon move 
forward he would force them 
to do so. 

On Gardom’s charge that he 
wouldn’t tell the house what 


his strategy would be in Otta¬ 
wa next month, he agreed. 
"I’m not going to give you all 
the details so that you can 
phone Ottawa and dell them 
our plans,” he said. "The last 
time I went east you criticized 
me for releasing a statement 
before I went.” 

As Barrett’s answer length¬ 
ened there were cries from 
the opposition of "filibyster.” 

"Now Iin being attacked 
for answering,” Barrett said. 
"Before you were attacking 
me for not answering. Why 
don’t you draw up a schedule 
so that every minister must 
face you. I want democracy 
to flourish.” 

Don Phillips (SC — South 
Peace River) said he appreci¬ 
ated "the nice little play by 
the number one actor in this 
house” to which Barrett 
shouted "that’s a personal at¬ 
tack.” 

Gordon Gibson (L-North 
Vancouver-Capilano) asked 
the premier what steps w>ere 


being taken to speed up prob¬ 
lems facing native Indians in 
B.C. 

Barrett said one cabinet 
minister was co-ordinating In¬ 
dian affairs (Norman Levi) 
but that others were involved 
in trying to solve the prob¬ 
lems. "You want us to move 
faster,” he said "then you 
will criticize us for moving 
too fast." 

The premier, in answer to 
another Gibson question, said 
all cabinet ministers had been 
asked to forward their views 
on the Canada Immigration 
Act with a view- to presenting 
a consolidated B.C. view to 
federal authorities. 

That set the scene for Cha¬ 
bot’s last flurry and the ul¬ 
timate approval of the pre¬ 
mier's estimate. 

With Barrett out of tlie 
house, Chabot wanted to know 
where the promise of job se¬ 
curity was in this year’s bud¬ 
get and what had happened to 
integrity ii* government. 

He charged that both the 
premier and Resources Min¬ 
ister Robert Williams had 


misled the house with deliber¬ 
ate misstatements. He later 
withdrew, on the chairman’s 
direction, the word deliberate. 

At 4:50 p.m. Chabot called 


for division on his motion to 
adjourn. Seven minutes later 
the premier’s estimates were 
through and the finance de¬ 
partment was under scrutiny.

When a slam Is doubled in 
increase the penalty from 
points to 160 point*, the 
doubler is laying very long 
ndda. If he has a sure set. the 
most he can gain is M points 
If the opponents can tind a 
different slam, the lorn can be 
about 1,900 points. And if the 
double gives declarer a 
blueprint for the play of the 
hand, the punishment just 
about fits Ihe crime. 

Today's hand provides an 
intriguing example. It was 
played in the Reismger Team 
National Championships and 
proved to be a most impor 
tant hand for the eventual 
winner* ta team headed hv 
Ira Rubin of Paramus. N. .1 >. 
Withopt the doubled slam, the 
team would have failed to 
qualify for the final round! 

The bidding was ultra 
modern with the use of 
gadgets. South's three spades 
was forced and unlimited. 
The Blackwood bid was key 
card Blackwood - a treat¬ 
ment which counts the trump 
king as another ace. North s 
response showed 0 to .3 ace* 
'counting the spade king). 
The 5 diamonds and 5 hearts 
hid* inquired and replied 
about the trump queen and 
the 5 NT bid asked, “anything 
extra’" North's six diamond 
response said. "Yes, it's in 
diamonds." 

Perhaps West was affected 
hv the complexity of the bid¬ 
ding and he ventured a dou¬ 
ble. And this was all that Ira 
Rubin needed to bring in hi* 
doubled slam. 

According to Ihe Daily 
Bulletin published by the 
American Contract Bridge 
League. West’s double 
prompted Rubin to ask West. 
Are you sure you have the 
right deck?" I don't know 
what West's reply was but 
Rubin had no problems in 
planning his play. What 
possibly could have 
prompted a double unless 
We*t though he had two sure 
spade tricks?

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Municipality has plan 
to fight spill pollution

NORTH COWICHAN The 
pollution control committee of 
this municipality has pre¬ 
pared^ plan loo ensure imme¬ 
diate action in the event of 
some oil or c hemical spill. 

Announcing the plan, chair¬ 
man of the pollution control 
committee, Aid. Tom Burge, 
paid that even though the 
major responsibility rests 
with the federal government, 
the fact remains the local 
governments are to do every¬ 
thing within their power to 
prevent the pollution of their 
shoreline. 

The North Cbwichan shore¬ 
line. extending approximately 
27 miles, borders on three sea 
ports and a number of small 
hoat facilities. 

1'wo major industries and an 
electrical generating station 
are also situated on the coast¬ 
line. 

"All of these, by the very 
nature of their operation, 
could become sources of oil or 
chemical spill pollution," 
Purge said. 

The federal and provincial 
governments have been en¬ 
couraging the formation of 
these contingency plans by 
che regional and municipal 
areas. 

So far. Vancouver. Oak Bay 
and North Vancouver have es¬ 
tablished a plan similar to 


North Cowichan. Nanaimo, 
and Victoria are in the midst 
of formulating their own spill 
plans for their harbors and 
beaches. 

The procedure laid out in 
the North Cowichan plan for 
combatting a spill puts much 
of the burden on the shoulders 
of the municipal engineer, 
who is responsible for han¬ 
dling all reports and ensuring 
the protection of all municipal 
beaches. 

He must also assess the ca¬ 
pability of the polluter to cope 
with the spill. Using the Crof- 
ton harbor as an example of a 
potential spill area. Burge 
said "the polluter has the first 
responsibility to deal with the 
spill. 

"But if the polluter is jin- 
w illing or unable to accept re¬ 
sponsibility. ihe provincial 
government or local munici¬ 
pality accepts responsibility," 
he added. 

If these two governments 
we unable to deal with die 
problem. Environment Cana¬ 
da can be asked to handle the 
cleanup. 

The plan, adopted by the 
council, will also set up ad¬ 
vance working and co-ordina¬ 
tion arrangements with perti¬ 
nent groups within the munic¬ 
ipality . such as B.C. Forest 
Products and MacMillan Bloe- 
del 

Municipal employees., \olun- 
leer firemen and the RCMP

were suggested in the plan as 
possible sources of man¬ 
power. 

Equipment lists ha\e also 
been drawn up, including not 
only municipal machinery hut 
also other equipment from 
private industry which is 
deemed useful. 

Burge said that he arvi Ihe 
superintendent o f public 
works would be attending a 
Vancouver seminar in May to 
become better equipped in the 
methods of fighting a spill.

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Garden notes 


It is about time now for 
those gardeners on well- 
drained ground to put in their 
early potatoes. The key word 
here, though, isTJLi'well- 
drainod.” for if your garden 
is still a sea of sticky clay, 
you mustn’t even walk on it, 
much less dig it. 

While most vegetables do 
best on grourtd which has 
l>een prepared some weeks In 
advance, potatoes can go in 
as you dig, performing the 
digging and planing in one 
operation. Even here, though, 
there are a few licks of work 
to be done before you get to 
digging. 


Potatoes need fertilizer, like 
any good sprinkling the stuff 
any good sprinkling th estuff 
in the furrows as you plant — 
in fact, chemical fertilizer or 
too-fresh manure can do more 
harm than good, as its caustic 
action may damage the potato 
shoots. 

Potato roots are good 


foragers and penetrate well 
out between the rows, so fer¬ 
tilizer should be scattered 
over the whole potato plot, 
not just along the rows. 

Ordinary 6-8-6 bag fertilizer 
will serve, although potatoes 
and other root crops should 
really have a mixture with a 
little higher potash content. 

Apply at the rate of one 
cupful per square yard over 
the whole plot and rake in 
lightly. Don’t lime the potato 
plot, as this makes for scabby 
spuds. 

k k k 

Most gardeners plant their 
potato seed pieces far too 
deeply, and the shoots ex¬ 
haust themselves struggling 
to the surface. In sandy, well- 
drained loam soil, five inches 
is ample. 

On heavier ground, four 
inches, while cm really soggy 
land it is sufficient to drop 
you seed piece on the surface 
and scratch a mound of soil 
up over it with the hoe. 

Make your furrows with the 


draw hoe, spacing them 30 
inches apart. Drop in your 
seed pieces or pre-sprouted 
tubers 10 inches apart in the 
row. 

★ k k 

Any old manure, compost or 
peat moss you can spare may 
be thrown in on top before the 
soil is filled in. This is one of 
the best treatments against 
scabby potatoes I know of, 
and the compost doesn't v even 
have to be completely rotted. 

You can use rough, half- 
decomposed compost material 
taken from that pile of leaves 
you raked up last fall, or even 
half-rotted lawn mowings. 

Don’t use fresh manure, 
though, as this can cause a 
skin disease on your spuds 
somewhat similar to scab. 

If you sprouted your seed 
potatoes the way I told you in 
an earlier column, the sprouts 
should be short and stocky by 
now, and of a good green or 
purple color, all ready to 
make good growth. 


While it isn’t strictly neces¬ 
sary, I like to thin out the 
sprouts on my seed potatoes, 
rubbing out all but the two 
strongest. 

I' figure this gives me a 
higlier proportion of bag, eat¬ 
ing-size potatoes and fewer of 
the little golf-ball-sizes chaps. 


With the seed pieces or 
sprouted tubers in position 
and covered with a layer of 
organic litter, you can now fill 
a little earth in on top. 

You can use the hoe again, 
or if you are wearing a pair 
of stout gum boots on the job, 
y<xi can straddle the row and 
do a Charlie Chaplin shuffle, 
kicking in the soil with your 
feet. 

Don’t cover too deeply right 
now — more soil can be 
puUed up around the shoots as 
they emerge — and don’t 
trample down the soil over 
the seed. Potatoes always do 
better in a rather loose soil.

One of the more frightening, and 
frustrating, things about the computer 
that has not been much noted is its Irre¬ 
vocable quality.

Alas, a few 
moments later I learned the melancho- 
loy truth that American Express has no 
office in Cadiz. 

I immediately rang back the tele¬ 
graph company and asked if I might 
change the message I had given them. 
The operator told me, politely but firm¬ 
ly, that my first message had been fed 
Into the computer and there was no 
human way to retrieve it There was 


shortchanged the Cambodians by $21 
million.”

As someone has said — perhaps me 

— a computer can make a mistake in 
one-hundredth of a second that it would 
take a thousand people a thousand 
years to perpetrate.

Killeen members of Ihe na¬ 
tive Indian land claims com¬ 
mittee” picketed the Legisla¬ 
ture briefly Tuesday to draw 
attention to their claims. 

• Earlier the Indians had met 
with th£ three leaders of the 
opposition to present position 
papers seeking replacement 
of land lost in 1&16 or cash 
selllement for the lands. 

The land in question is 
38,783 acres cut off B.C. In¬ 
dian reserves after a federal- 
provincial commission in 1916. 

The sizes of Indian reserves 
throughout the province were 
slashed following studies by 
the McKenna-McBride Com¬ 
mission that year. 

In position papers made 
public on March 12, the In¬ 
dians .said they were request¬ 
ing compensation for the loss 
of use since 1916; for dam¬ 
ages, or non-Indian use, that 
has rendered the land less 
valuable; for compensation 


where lumber, gravel or other 
natural resources have been 
removed from the cut-off 
lands and damages and com¬ 
pensation for loss of lands 
without»consent. ^ 

The position paper states 
lhaf homes owned by hon-ln- 
dians now located on former 
Indian lands would not be af¬ 
fected hy future decisions.

Legislation that would stan¬ 
dardize laws governing the 
time limit for initiating dif¬ 
ferent types of lawsuits was 
inti-oduced Tuesday by Attor¬ 
ney-General Alex Macdonald. 

The Status of limitations 
is one of the most obscure and 
archaic laws of the province, 
Macdonald said outside the. 
house. 


The amendment would codi* 
fy limitations, basically to a 
two-year period, with some 
exceptions.

job only when "life and limb 
are in danger." He said that, 
while he regretted fhe present: 
school situation, that danger 
does not exist. 

The minister, with Educa¬ 
tion Minister Eileen Dailly, 
met the protesting mothers on 
the steps of the Legislature.

Both ministers agreed that

the classrooms open again 

"It is unfortunate ..." King 
started to say before he was 
interrupted with shouts of 
"that’s the wrong word . . . 
it's a disaster. I have my 
son’s report card here, it says 
he will fail his grade because 
of this strike, why don't you 
do something?" 

King said there was no sim¬ 
ple solution to any labor dis¬ 
pute. "In Australia where 


they have introduced compul¬ 
sory arbitration they have 
more illegal strikes than we 
have legal strikes." he said. 

Sharon MacBain. 1679 
Kisber, Saanich, speaking for 
the group, asked King if he 
would consider introducing 
legislation to not only solve 
the present strike but also fo 
make sure a sitnilar situation 
could not arise in the future. 

"We feel the school grounds 
should be neutral," she said.

cided against that action. 


"That is a matter of regret, 
but I have no (tower to per¬ 
suade them beyond that 
point," he said. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace also met with the 
mothers to express his sym¬ 
pathy and to stale that he had 
in several occasions in die 
house asked the government 
to take some positive action 
to make sure the education of 
the children continued.

King Faisal's assassination 
plunged the Arab .world into 
mourning Tuesday and raised 
new uncertainties about the 
future of the volatile middle 
Fast. 

U.S. President Ford and 
other leaders eulogized the 
Smidi Arabian monarch, a 
staunch anti-Communist, as a 
friend of the West. Israel's 
ambassador-designate to the 
United Nations, Gen. Haim , 
Herzog, said "it may be" that 
Faisal’s death will open the 
door to Soviet penetration into 
the oil-rich country. 

Herzog said that the assas¬ 
sination "does open up the 
possibilities for a widening of 
the major-power confrontation 
in this area.” 

In Arab capitals, radio sta¬ 
tions cancelled regular pro¬ 
grams and broadcast chants 
from the Koran, a traditional 
way of mourning in the Isla¬ 
mic world. 

"We are from Clod and unto 
Him we return," the Saudi 
slate radio said in announcing 
the death of the monarch. 

President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt telephoned his condo¬ 
lences to the new king, 
Khaled fbn Abdel Aziz, saying 
Faisal’s achievements will j 
"ever stand out as a towering : 
edifice to illuminate paths of | 
Arab generations to come." 

"Faisal fell down like a real j 
commando, a martyr." said a 
spokesman in Beirut for thp 
Palestinian guerrilla organi¬ 
sation al Fatah. He said the 
dpath will only "strengthen 
our determination and shar¬ 
pen our strategies to uphold 
i he principles for which he 
lived to regain Jerusalem 
and all of Palestine." 

Faisal’s death pushed oil 
■hares down momentarily on 
-some stock markets, although 
they recovered on the London 
and New York markets after 
reports from Saudi Arabia 
that the royal family ap¬ 
peared in control of the crisis. 

In Ottawa. Finance Minister 
John Turner said Tuesda ylw» 
is reviewing his plans to visit 
Saudi Arabia following Hip 
death'of King Faisal. 

"Thai was one of the coun¬ 
tries 1 intended Jo visit," 
Turner told .lame Gillies <PC” 

► Toronto non Valley* in the 
Commons. 

"We'll have to look at that 
seriously in terms of what 
happened today and review- 
i he situation." 

External Affairs Minister 
Mian MacEachen expressed 
his "regret at the untimely 
death of the king." 

Meanwhile, a major source 
of worry was the possible ef¬ 
fect of Faisal's death on the 
Arab-lsraeli dispute. 

Western diplomats in Lon¬ 
don said Faisal had long 
acted as a moderator in Arab 
councils and had kept his sol¬ 
diers more or less away from 
the fighting zone. Yet it was 
his burning ambition to pray 
at the Moslem holy places in 
Jerusalem meaning an 

Arab reoccupation, as he saw 
it, of at least part of the Holy 
City taken by Israel in 1967 
war. , 

The Arab world went into 
mourning, with officials can¬ 
celing meetings and diplomat¬ 
ic functions. Jordanian 
Foreign Minister Zaid Al 
P.ofai, chairman of a current 
Arab foreign ministers’ meet¬ 
ing in Cairo, suspended the 
talks and denounced the assas¬ 
sination as "this criminal 
art." He said toe ministers all 
prayed Allah would "grant 
Faisal rest and preserve his 
kingdom from all harm."

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School picket ruling stuns CUPE 


Wootton 
. ‘trial needed*

A stunned courtroom lis¬ 
tened in silence Tuesday as 
B.C. Supreme Court judge R. 
A. Wootton placed severe 
limits on picketing of schools 
in a legal move that one local 
labor leader said could render 
school strikes ineffective. 

"It’s a disastrous ruling — 
he's outlawed the strike,” Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council president 
John Schibli commented. 

The decision, handed down 
in response to an injunction 
application by the Greater 
Victoria school board, renders 


the whole effort ineffective, 
Schibli said. 

Ian Stewart, counsel for the 
school janitors’ local of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, said Wootton’s 
ruling will likely be chal¬ 
lenged in the B.C. Appeal 
Court, probably next week. 
The janitors have been on 
strike since Feb. 24 and 
schools have been operating 
between one and three hours 
a day since. 

Schibli said he hopes the ap¬ 
peal is successful, explaining 
that he is concerned about the 
apparent precedent that the 
Public Schools Act overrides 


the Labor Code of B.C., which 
was at the heart of the Woot¬ 
ton decision. 

CUPE is now prohibited 
from picketing schools be¬ 
tween 8 a.m. and 10 a.m. and 
-from 3 p.m. to 4 p.m., can 
have only two pickets at each 
site, and cannot interfere with 
fuel-oil deliveries to the 
schools. 

CUPE has been picketing 
schools primarily during 
morning hours and Stewart 
told the court that the union 
will no longer stage mass 
pickets. 

During the hearing. Wootton 
asked why schools should be 


picketed at all and said the in¬ 
terruption of education by the 
strike was doing “irreparable 
harm to the scholars.” - 
Stewart claimed in his ar¬ 
gument that picketing during 
a legal strike is allowed under 
the labor code and that unless 
there is a threat of violence, 
jurisdiction over labor dis¬ 
putes should rest with the 
Labor Relations Board. 

Unless noted by the Legisla¬ 
ture, the labor code has pre¬ 
cedence over the schools act 
when there is a labor dispute, 
Stewart told the court. v. 
Bob Cunningham, vice- 
president of the janitors local, 


said after the ruling that the 
union can’t properly picket 
with only two members on 
duty at each site. 

The board, in its applica¬ 
tion, had asked only for a lim¬ 
itation of three pickets at 
each access to school or 
board property and the deci¬ 
sion surprised even the 
board’s lawyer. 

Schibli said the labor mo\e- 
ment could have reluctantly 
accepted a ruling against 
mass picketing. 

In his decision, Wootton said 
a trial on the issue (an in¬ 
junction is only the first step 
in the legal proceedings) 


should be held as soon as pos¬ 
sible to answer the important 
question of whether certain 
portions of the schools act 
override the labor code. 

Board lawyer John Wood 
told the court an injunction 
was necessary because the 
mass picketing action, which 
the union had conducted at 
various schools, was intimida¬ 
ting students and teachers, 
and that attendance at the af¬ 
fected schools had dropped 
sharply. 

It’s an “absolute violation" 
of the Public Schools Act to 
disrupt (he schools. Wood 
said. 


But Stew'art countered that 
the board has to prove that 
Ihe labor code does not apply, 
and that in addition the school 
board had already “created a 
regime of disruption" by their 
action cutting instruction time 
to one hour a day. 

During the mass act picket¬ 
ing action, Stewart added, 
school principals gave their 
students a choice of either 
going home or staying at 
school. 

Labor Minister William 
King declined comment on the 
effects of the niling because 
the matter is still before the 
courts. 
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Anders Celsius, 1701-44 

... he had a better idea 


Almost two-and-a-half centuries ago. a Swedish as* 
tronomer came up with an idea which will, starting 
next Tuesday, change the w'ay Canadians think about 
the weather. 

The astronomer's name was Anders Celsius and his 
better idea was the creation of a thermometer on whose 
scale water freezes al 0 degrees and boils al 100 
degrees. 

The thermometer and its scale now hears his 
name (it was changed several decades ago from cen¬ 
tigrade, mostly because centigrade sounds too much 
like centimeter, which measures something entirely dif¬ 
ferent L 

On April Fool's Day, Canadians will switch to the 
Celsius thermometer, as the federal meteorological 
people begin the long march to metrication ordained by 
the government to bring Canada into line with modern 
world practice. 

North America is the last bastion of the old Fahren¬ 
heit system of temperature measurement—most of the 
rest of the world has been measuring heat (or the lack 
of it) metrically for some time. 

For those who may experience sortie difficulty in 
figuring out whether tomorrow’s weather forecast 
means the family should plan to go skiing or swim¬ 
ming, the Colonist provides the following guide based 
on the temperature range experienced in this area: 
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Will new oil ruler 
keep on Faisal path? 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
The assassination of King Fai¬ 
sal of Saudi Arabia, shot to 
death in his palace by his 
“deranged nephew,” shocked 
world capitals Tuesday and 
added new uncertainties t® 
the Middle East situation. 

The first reaction was the 
hope that the conservative 
pro-West monarch's successor 
will continue the basic poli¬ 
cies of the oil-rich state. 

Within hours after the as¬ 
sassination, Faisal was re- 
placedr by an ailing brother. 
Crown Prince Khaled Ibn 
Abdul Aziz. 62. Faisal’s age 
was variously given as 69 or 
70. 

The official radio in Riyadh 
said prince Faisal Ibn Musaed 
Ibn Abdul Aziz approached 
the king to offer salutations 
during an audience for prin¬ 
ces and commoners, pulled 
out a gun and fired several 
times. The king was taken to 
a h >spital where he died 
shortly afterward. 

Khaled named Prince Fahd, 
53. as the new crown prince, 
and diplomats in Beirut said 
he is likely to take the reigns 
of government wdth Khaled 
serving in a ceremonial or in¬ 
terim role. ■- 

Both Khaled and Fahd are 
expected to follow in the path 
set out by Faisal — leaving 
Saudi Arabia as a staunch 
friend of the Westjfml bank- 
roller of the Arat^in their 
conflict with Israel. 

Saudi Arabia now produces 
about 6.5 million barrels of oil 
a day — down from around 
eight million a day last year. 


In Washington, where of¬ 
ficials described the assassi¬ 
nation as a blow to U.S. policy 
in the Middle East, President 
Ford said Faisal was “a close 
friend of the United States.” 

Faisal’s assassination added 


further uncertainty to the 
Middle East outlook. 

In Jerusalem, Gen. Haim 
Herzog, Israel’s ambassador- 
designate to the United Na¬ 
tions, said “it may be that the

350,000 await rescue

RCMP manual: brainwashing with dignity 


OTTAWA (CP) The Com¬ 
mons was told Tuesday that 
RCMP have an interrogation 
manual that advises officers 
that brainwashing techniques 
may be used to get informa- 
• t i o n from suspects or 
witnessed? 

David MacDonald (PC—Eg- 
mont) raised the matter and 
asked Solicitor-General War¬ 
ren Alim and for an explana¬ 
tion. 

Allmand said he is “not 
aware of it, but. I’ll get a 


copy." An RCMP spokesman 
said later reporters “will 
have to wait until the solici¬ 
tor-general answers the ques¬ 
tion.” 

MacDonald had photo¬ 
copies of excerpts from the 
Interrogation Techniques 
booklet written by Chief In¬ 
spector A. R. Roberts of the 
Calgary city police. It has the 
RCMP crest and motto on the 
cover. 

The booklet’s introduction 
says police “generally find 


themselves in a quandary 
with respect, to criminal inter¬ 
rogation” because of the lack 
of information on techniques. 

The booklet then outlines so- 
called brainwashing tech¬ 
niques “to influence the emo¬ 
tional attitudes of the subject 
or suspect.” 

It initially says that in any 
interrogation “we are going to 
do* everything that is legal 
and right,” to obtain a state¬ 
ment. employing no tricks 


that might, be considered ille¬ 
gal. 

"But. there is a point which 
is i*eached in every interroga¬ 
tion when you still may not 
have thaf statement and you 
know if you go any further in 
the specific technique that 
you are employing that your 
statement will ibe ruled inad¬ 
missible.” 

It says the interrogating of¬ 
ficer must decide whether to 
Idave the room without a 
statement or go ahead with 


“other techniques/’ These 
might not produce admissible 
evidence, but might lead to 
other information. 

The booklet advises RCMP 
that the “heaven and hell’’ 
technique letting the sub¬ 
ject. “have a look at hell,” but 
then offering him heaven "in 
exchange or as an alterna* 
five” — often is fruitful. 

Interrogators are told this is 
part of elementary brain¬ 
washing techniques, during 
which the subject is inter* - 


The ruling by Mr* Justice 
R. A. Wootton setting strin¬ 
gent limits on school picketing 
by stinking janitors could 
eventually mean the board 
could hire workers replacing 
tiiose who went on strike, 
Ross said.

The board has been con¬ 
sidering returning schools to a 
regular schedule, Ross said, 
and that task will be made 
much easier because of the 
decision. 

As well, he said, school 
aides and secretarial staff, 
who have not reported to 
work since the .janitors struck 
because they have been hon¬ 
oring packet lines, will now' be 
expected to return to their 
jobs. 

Wootton ordered that the 
•union cannot picket schools 
between S a.m, and 10 a.m. 
and from 3 p.m. to 4 p.m 

After receiving Wootton’s 
order, the board is now seek¬ 
ing legal advice on whether it 
can take legal action against 
the union. 

The decision has application 
throughout the province, he 
said, and the B.C. School 
Trustees Association will be 
notified of it.

Forest tenure scheme 


Small firms cut out 


Canadian Pr*»» 

The current system of 
forest tenure arrangements 
tends to favor the large in¬ 
tegrated forest companies 
rather than smaller compa¬ 
nies. says a report prepared 
for the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

The ’report, released. Tues¬ 
day, is the third study on 
crown timber disposal headed 
by Dr. Peter Pearse. a Uni¬ 
versity of B.C. economist. 

Unlike the previous two re¬ 
ports, it makes no recommen¬ 
dations but provides back¬ 
ground on the existing forest 
tenure arrangements. 


One section of the report 
says there a i p some forms of 
tenure designed to accommo¬ 
date the large forest compa¬ 
nies and others more suited 1o 
the smaller operations, “hut 
in some respects the resulting 
pattern suggests unbalanced 
advantage." 

It says the very extensive 
tracts that are licensed to 
large integrated companies as 
pulp leases, three farm li¬ 
cences and pulpwood harvest¬ 
ing agreements "provide 
rights to crown timber on 
generally more favorable 
terms than the tenures hold 
by smaller operators.” 


Such tenures cany longer 
terms and exclusive rights 
without competitive bidding, 
the report says. 

Also, the report says, the 
large companies have ac¬ 
quired a large proportion of 
th? crown - granted timber 
lands which carry little or no' 
royalty and are subject to 
less - demanding regulatory 
control. 

The report says it is dif¬ 
ficult to determine whether 
the tenure system has pro¬ 
moted concentration of the 
forest industry in the hands of 
"a few large, integrated and 
in several cases’ multi-na¬ 
tional corporations."

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Community-minded and environmentally-concerned citi¬ 
zens in the Greater Victoria area are showing the way to all 
Canada by their efforts to restore the Coldstream to its 
former fish production capabilities. 

Their efforts, are being assisted and monitored by 
federal and provincial fisheries officials, who expect to adopt 
some of the experimental programs on the Coldstream for 
use in other small fish-producing streams 

For several years outdoor groups loosely tied together 
by the Amalgamated Conservation Society have'been car¬ 
rying out a salmon fry-feeding program on the Coldstream, 
and Demamiel and Tugwell Creeks in the Sooke area. 

This past fall, member* of the clubs and the public, built, 
tnslailed and operated a gravel incubation box at Cold¬ 
stream and another on Maryvine Creek at Sooke. They filled 
ihese two mini-hatcheries with gravel and 100*000 coho eggs, 
which were successfully eyed in January. 

Next step will start almost immediately and it is to build 
a side channel along the Coldstream, which will he designed 
to give protection to eggs and fry during flood conditions and 
provide rearing water for fry in summef. 

It will he designed to encourage salmon and steelhead to 
enter it. to spawn naturally. 

Approvals have been received from the provincial parks 
branch, the fish and wildlife branch and the federal fisheries 
and marine service to rehabilitate an old side channel on the 
Coldstream. 

Volunteer work parties will be organized to work on the 
channel in evenings and on weekends. It will not be a cement 
fishway, hut rather a log and stone-guided channel designed 
to fit in with the natural park setting of Coldstream. 

"It will be a demonstration channel, designed to focus 
interests in small streams at the community level." says 
Howard English, one of the sparkplug* of the project. 

Pools for desilting and rearing will be improved. There 
will he potential spawning gravel for 16 pairs of spawners 
and more than 40.000 eggs. 

Federal fisheries will have its engineers assist-and moni¬ 
tor the project. "We would like to be involved to get informa¬ 
tion that would he useful elsewhere," says federal biologist 
Fred Fraser. 


Provincial fish and wildlife biologists have been watch¬ 
ing the Coldstream pro jet 1 1 and this weekend will starl their 
own steelhead incubation box experiment on the Oyster 
River, midway between Courtenay and Campbell River. 

ACS. which hopes to double its mini-hatcherv capabilities 
has offered space in its incubation boxes to the fish and 
wildlife branch for steelhead and cutthroat, trout eggs. 

Starting May 1. ACS volunteers will start fry feeding in 
the Coldstream, feeding three days a week, then increasing 
Mo five to seven evenings a week from June 21 to July 4. 

Object is to hold the fry in the stream to allow them to 
grow bigger before going out to sea. and thereby increasing 
the likelihood of survival. 

The Coldstream and Sooke rehabilitation projects have 
been a cooperative effort. The provincial government provid¬ 
ed funds for materials, the federal government technical as¬ 
sistance. the municipal governments and water board provid¬ 
ed water and sites for the boxes. 

Already the fry feeding programs ha\e been successful. 

The spawning escapement of coho to Coldstream in the 
1974 fall, from the first year of fry feeding < in 1972* was near¬ 
ly 500 coho. That compares to 100 coho spawners in each of 
the previous two years. 

Sport catches in Saanich Inlet, to which Coldstream con¬ 
tributes, plus the Coldstream spavsners, increased by nearly 
.1000 ooho, from that brood year (1971 brood, 1972 feeding), 
over the average of the prev ious two years, reports English. 

Besides the federal and provincial government the incuba¬ 
tion box project has been a real community effort. Five 
members of the ACS went up to the Quinsam hatchery to 
learn egg-take procedures. 

Students of Che Sooke high school built the incubation box 
for Sooke's Maryvine River. Members of the Victoria Fish 
and Came Club built the Coldstream box. RCN Anglers' in¬ 
stalled the incubation box and built holding and netting fence* 
for Coldstream. Members of the Pacific Trailers' Association 
installed the box and nets and pens on Maryvine. Members of 
South Vancouver Island Rangers built a spawner tranquilizer 
box. All other ACS-affiliated clubs provided members to 
assist with the .actual work and will help with fry feeding. 

(Jerry Irvine of the Caiioa Club led half a dozen students 
to build a low rock dam on the Coldstream to increase rear¬ 
ing area and reduce flood hazards. Victoriu-Saanich Inlet An¬ 
glers' Association has actively helped the Coldstream proj¬ 
ect .

NORTH COWICHAN 
Amalgamation of the munici¬ 
pality of North Cowichan with 
the city of Duncan and three 
electoral areas is becoming a 
reality after years of dis¬ 
cussion. *- 

Representatives of these 
areas met with a'department 
>>f municipal affairs official 
for the first time Tuesday and 
have formulated the terms of 
reference for a local govern¬ 
ment restructure feasibility 
st tidy. 

The city of Duncan and the 
district of North Cowichan 
have been discussing the pos¬ 
sibilities of amalgamation for 
a number of years, but this is 
the first time that the munici¬ 
pal affairs department, is in¬ 
volved. 

At a meeting earlier this 
week, it was decided by the 
local governments that the de¬ 
partment of municipal affairs 

/ should be requested to con¬ 
duct a study in this area 
similar to those in the Kam¬ 
loops and Nanaimo areas. 

In both these areas there 
has been a realignment of 

boundaries. 

The advisory committee 
which met at the North Cow¬ 
ichan municipal hall with the 
municipal affairs represent¬ 
ative, said in a press release 
terms of reference for the 
after the meeting that the 
proposed study had been out¬ 
lined. 

The terms include the scope 
•»f the study, the appointment 
of technical sub-committee 
with membership drawn from 
the staff of the three areas in¬ 
volved, and the direction of 
the study, including liaison 
with the minister of municipal 
affairs and the two municipal 
council and the regional 
board. 

The three regional areas in¬ 
volved are Cowichan Bay. 
Kagle Heights-Olenora and 
Saltair. 

The operating expenses of 
the advisory committee and 
the cost of the study will be 
met by the department of mu¬ 
nicipal affairs.

Meanwhile, the dental ex¬ 
tern program is now operat¬ 
ing successfully in the Port 
Alice, Sayward, Port McNeill, 
Gold River and Hornby Island 
areas and delivery of a mo¬ 
bile dental van is expected 
this year. 

The special dental coun¬ 
selling service instituted last 
year is working well, accord¬ 
ing to Gibson. 

Patients for this service are 
referred by their private den¬ 
tists. The service consists of 
individual lectures on dental 
health, brushing with fluoride 
paste, flossing and rinsing 
with fluoride mouth wash. 

One thing that irks the den¬ 
tal team is the amount of 
sticky sweet foods and can¬ 
dies that children consume. 

They suggest that for bedtime 
and between-meal snacks, 
milk, raw fruit, raw vegeta¬ 
bles or cheese are a much 
healthier treat.

NORTH COWICHAN The 
pollution control committee of 
this municipality has pre¬ 
pared a plan too ensure imme¬ 
diate action in the event ^if 
some oil or chemical spill: 

Announcing the plan, chair¬ 
man of the pollution control 
committee. Aid. Tom Burge, 
said that even though the 
major responsibility rests 
with the federal government, 
the fact remains the local 
governments are to do every¬ 
thing within their power to 
prevent the pollution of their 
shoreline. 

The North Cowichan shore¬ 
line, extending approximately 
27 miles, borders on three sea 
ports and a number of small 
boat facilities. 

Two major industries and an 
electrical generating station 
are also situated on the coast¬ 
line. 

"All of these, by the very 
nature of their operation, 
could become sources of oil or 
chemical spill pollution.'’ 
Burge said. 

The federal and provincial 
governments have been en¬ 
couraging the formation of 
these contingency plans by 
the regional and municipal 
areas. 

So far. Vancouver. Okk Bay 
and North Vancouver have es¬ 
tablished a plan similar to 
North Cowichan. Nanaimo 
and Victoria are in the midst 
of formulating their own spill 


lilans for their harbors and 
beaches. 

The procedure laid out in 
the North Cowichan plan for 
combatting a spill puts much 
of the burden on the shoulders 
of the municipal erfgineer. 
who / is responsible for han¬ 
dling all reports and ensuring 
■the protection of all municipal 
beaches. 

He must also assess the ca¬ 
pability of the polluter to cope 
with the spill. Using the Crof- 
ton harbor as an example of a 
(Mitential spill area. Burge 
said "the jiolluter has the first 
responsibility t«» deal with the 
spill. 


“But if the polluter is un¬ 
willing or unable to accept re¬ 
sponsibility. Ihe provincial 
government or local munici¬ 
pality accepts responsibility.” 
he added. 

If these two government^ 
are unable to deal with the 
problem. Environment Cana¬ 
da can he asked to handle the 
cleanup “ 

The plan, adopted by the 
council, will also set up ad¬ 
vance working and co-ordina¬ 
tion arrangements with perti¬ 
nent groups within the munic¬ 
ipality such as B.C. Forest 
Products and MacMillan Bloc- 
del. 


Municipal employees, volun¬ 
teer firemen and the RCMP 
were suggested in the plan as 
possible sources of man¬ 
power. 

Equipment lists have also 
been drawn up. including not 
only municipal machinery but. 
also other equipment front 
private industry which is 
deemed useful. 

Burge said that he and the 
superintendent o f public 
works would be attending a 
Vancouver seminar in May In 
become better equipped in the 
methods of fighting a spill.

LONG BEACH — Tides up 
to 13 feet will limit camping 
in the Long Beach area of Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park dur¬ 
ing* the Easter weekend. 

“High tides mean that 
camping space will be at a 
premium,’’ skid Jack 
Holroyd, park superintendent. 
*'We are advising visitors to 
camp in the Green Point 
campground and to avoid the 
Long Beach area." 

The park will provide some 
room for self-contained trailer 
units in parking lots on a tem- 
ix>rary basis, Holroyd said, 
“but visitors are warned that 
space in the park will be li¬ 
mited and services minimal 
because seasonal staff has 
still to be-hired.” 

No camping fees will bp in 
effect until later this spring.

Olivia Rousseau, secretary 
of the Quadra Island Rate¬ 
payers’ Association, said a 
letter has been sent to High¬ 
ways Minister Graham I.ea 
asking that the trqcks he kept 
off the ferry. 

“There were 33 cars backed 
up at the Quadra terminal at 
11 a.m. Tuesday, as well as 
two logging trucks.” she said. 

The 30-car ferry can only 
carry 12 cars when it has a 
loaded logging truck aboard. 

Residents want alternative 
methods found for transport¬ 
ing logs from Quadra to 
Campbell River. 

“The logging truck opera¬ 
tors pay only $5 for a round 
trip.” said Mrs. Rousseau, 
“and they are displacing a lot 
of private vehicles. 

“What it Itoils down to is 
that the current system is a 
form of subsidy to the logging 
industry by B.C. residents and 
the ferry system.” she said. 

The ratepayers’ executive 
maintains that barging the 
logs across to Campbell River 
might be one solution to the 
vexing problem. 

Mrs. Rousseau said the gov¬ 
ernment is opposed to getting 
into the barge business. 

“If the government won’t 
get into the business then the 
logging companies should 
enter this field.’’ 

The ratepA/is’ association 
secretary stressed lhal the 
group does not want to put 


small Quadra-based loggers 
oul of Business, but says the 
big companies should find al¬ 
ternative methods of tran¬ 
sporting their logs. 

The provincial government 
agreed recently to install 
sponsons (steel buoyance 
chambers) on the ferry. 10 
allow it to travel with a load- 


full 


ed logging truck and 
load of cars. 

However, the ratepayers 
say this is not a suitable long¬ 
term solution to the problem. 

One suggestion considered 
by the association executive is 
introduction of a permit sys¬ 
tem to allow small local log¬ 
gers to use the ferry- under 
special circumstances.

pers. 

A limited type of mall coaid 
he introduced quite easily, he 
maintains. 

He wonders why any munic¬ 
ipality would w-ant to go into 
debt just for the sake of ex¬ 
pansion. 

“1 don’t agree with those 
who favour development for 
development’s sake,” he said. 

One thing Moncrief does not 
want to see occur is any 
move to incorjiorate the ad- 
joining municipalities of 
Comox and Courtenay.

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Creative playground ready in May

NANAIMO — Not so many 
months ago it was nothing 
more than an overgrown tan¬ 
gle of brambles and bitshes, 
an eyesore in urgent need of 
attention. Today the 1.8-acre 
site between Elk Street and 
•Tames Street, in the Depar¬ 
ture Bay area of Nanaimo, 
has been transformed into the 
first pubUfc-^creative play¬ 
ground in the recently en¬ 
larged city. 

The undergrowth has been 
cleared, paths have been laid 
among the existing trees, 
bridges have been construct¬ 
ed over the year - round 
stream which winds its way 
through the middle of the 
property, picnic and cooking 
areas have been provided 


along with a series of simple 
yet elaborate creative play 
structures. 

These have been built up 
using barked logs, donated by 
local realtor Dean Finlayson, 
and include an already ex¬ 
tremely popular play ship, 
climbing frames. swings, 
ramps and slides. B.C. Tele¬ 
phone company supported the 
project by supplying some 
discarded power poles, and 
these have been turned into 
seats and tables for the picnic 
areas. 

TTie playground was origi¬ 
nally suggested for the then 
abandoned strip of crown land 
by the Departure Bay recrea¬ 
tion commission, and the pro* 
posal was adopted by the 
ratepayers; in March of 1974. 


Subsequently, Malaspina 
College instructors Glenn 
Johnston (recreation) ami 
Robin Field (aal) agreed to a 
request from the commission 
to undertake the design of the 
park in such a way that it 
would not spoil the natural 
beauty of the area. 

Their first step was to draw 
up a questionnaire which the 
commission distributed to 
local schools giving pa rents 
and children an opportunity to 
indicate what sort of play 
area they required, what age 
groups would be and 

how many people would use it 
on a regular basis. 

Former commission chair¬ 
man Harry Mitchell forward¬ 
ed an application for an L.I.P. 
grant, with Andy Plecas, then 


a trustee, named as sponsor, 
in mid-December a grant of 
$19,591 was approved and 
work on the project started 
almost immediately. 

Six men have been em¬ 
ployed on the job, due to be 
completed on May 31, and an 
additional $10,000 h§s been 
provided by the Departure 
Bav trustees. This has been 
used as a supplement do the 
L.I.P. grant for both salaries 
and materials. 

Trustees Ray Brookbank 
and Dave Pattie have been 
c losely involved with the plan¬ 
ning process, with Eric Robin¬ 
son, of Canada Manpower, co¬ 
ordinating the workforce. 
Bonnie Loehr was named 
chairman of the project with 


Barbara Narver as her assis¬ 
tant. 

From the start designers 
Glen Johnston and Robin 
Field worked to produce a 
playground that would be in 
complete harmony with the^. 
natural surroundings of th# 
site, a balance between the 
man-made structures and the 
existing wooded setting, one 
already familiar to countless 
local children. 

The paths that wind their 
way through the property 
have long since become es¬ 
tablished as shortcuts for chil¬ 
dren attending Departure Bay 
School and more than one 
mother has found recently 
that what was formerly a 
short walk home has tended 
to become a lengthy stopover.

School picket ruling stuns CUPE 


Wootton 
. ‘trial needed*

A stunned courtroom lis¬ 
tened in silence Tuesday as 
B.C. Supreme Court judge R 
A. Wootton placed severe 
limits on picketing of schools 
in a legal move that one local 
labor leader said could render 
school ftrikes ineffective. 

“It’s a disastrous ruling 
he's outlawed the strike," Vic¬ 
toria Labor Council president 
John Schibli commented. / 

The decision, handed /own 
in response to an injunction 
application by lhe Greater 
Victoria school board, renders 


the whole effort ineffective, 
Schibli said. 

Ian Stewart, counsel lor the 
school janitors' local of the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, said Wootton’s 
ruling will likely bei chal¬ 
lenged in the B.C. - Appeal 
Court, probably next week. 
The janitors have been on 
strike since Feb. 24 and 
schools have been operating 
between one and three hours 
a day since. 

Schibli said he hopes the ap¬ 
peal is successful, explaining 
that he is concerned about the 
apparent precedent, that the 
Public Schools Act overlies 


the Labor Code of B.C., which 
was at the heart of the Woot¬ 
ton decision. 

CUPE is now prohibited 
from picketing schools be¬ 
tween 8 a.m. and 10 a.m. and 
from .1 p.m. to 4 p.m., can 
have only two pickets at each 
site, and cannot interfere with 
fuel-oil deliveries to the 
schools. 

CUPE has been picketing 
schools primarily during 
morning hours and Stewart 
told the court that the union 
will no longer stage mass 
pickets. 

During the hearing. Wootton 
asked why schools should be 


picketed at all and said the in¬ 
terruption of education by the 
strike was doing “irreparable 
harm to the scholars " 

Stewart claimed in his ar¬ 
gument that picketing during 
a legal strike is allowed under 
the labor code and that unless 
there is a threat of violence, 
jurisdiction over labor dis¬ 
putes should rest with the 
Labor Relations Board. 

Unless noted by the Legisla¬ 
ture, the labor code has pre¬ 
cedence over the schools act 
when there is a labor dispute. 
Stewart told the court 
Bob Cunningham. vice- 
president of the janitors local. 


said after the ruling that the 
union can't properly picket 
with only two members on 
duty at each site. 

The board, in its applica¬ 
tion, had asked only for a lim¬ 
itation of three pickets at 
each access to school or 
board property and the deci¬ 
sion surprised even the 
board’s lawyer. 

Schibli said the labor move¬ 
ment could have reluctantly 
accepted a ruling against 
mass picketing. 

In his decision, Wootton said 
a trial on the issue (an in¬ 
junction is only the first, step 
in the legal proceedings) 


should be held as soon as pos¬ 
sible to answer the Important 
question: of whether certain 
portions of the schools act 
override the labor code. 

Board lawyer John Wood 
told tiie court an i injunction 
was necessary because the 
mass picketing action, which 
the union had conducted at 
various schools, was intimida¬ 
ting students and teachers, 
and that attendance at the af¬ 
fected schools had dropped 
sharply. 

It's an “absolute violation" 
of the Public Schools Act to 
disrupt the schools. Wood 
said. 


But Stewart**countered that 
the board has to prove that 
the labor code does not apply, 
and that in addition the school 
board had already "created a 
regime of disruption" by their 
action cutting instruction time 
to one hour a day. 

During the mass act picket¬ 
ing action, Stewart added, 
school principals gave their 
students a choice of either 
going home or staying at 
school. 

Labor Minister William 
King declined comment on the 
effects of the mling because 
the matter is still before the 
courts. 



Anders Celsius, 1701-44 
... he had a better idea 


Almost two-and-a-half centuries ago.'a Swedish as¬ 
tronomer came up with an idea which will, starting 
next Tuesday, change the way Canadians think about 
the weather. 

The astronomer's name was Anders Celsius and his 
hetter idea was the creation of a thermometer on whose 
scale water freezes at 0 degrees and boils at 100 
degrees. ^ 

The thermometer and its scale now hears his 
name (it was changed several decades ago from cen¬ 
tigrade. mostly because centigrade sounds too much 
like centimeter, which measures something entirely dif¬ 
ferent). 

On April Fool's Day. Canadians will switch to the 
Celsius thermometer, as the federal meteorological 
people begin the long march to metrication ordained by 
the government to bring Canada into line with modern 
world practice. 

North America is the last bastion of the old Fahren¬ 
heit system of temperature measurement—most of the 
rest of the world has been measuring heat (or the lack 
of it t metrically for some time. 

For those who may experience some difficulty in 
figuring out whether tomorrow's weather forecasl 
means the family should plan to go skiing or swim¬ 
ming. the Colonist provides the following guide based 
on the temperature range experienced in this area: 
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Without a chart to refer to. iust remember that Cel¬ 
sius degrees rise only five for each nine of the old 
Fahrenheit. Thus, with 0 degrees Celsius equal to .12 
Fahrenheit, 5 C will be 41 F, 10 C is 50 F. 15 C is 59 F. 
20 C is 68 F. 25 C is 77 F. Isn’t that easy? 

If you would rather do it yourself, you ran convert 
the Celsius reading back to familiar Fahrenheit by mul¬ 
tiplying the Celsius reading by nine and dividing by 
five. Then you have 1o add 32. 

Or you can blink your eyes and switch cold-turkey 
as they did in Britain. There, it is claimed, it took no 
time at all before almost everyone was acclimatized to 
0 -to-10-degree winters and 15-to-23-degree summers. 


Will new oil ruler 
keep on Faisal path? 


BEIRUT. I^ebanon (AP> 

The assassination of King Fai¬ 
sal of Saudi Arabia, shot to 
death in his palace by his 
"deranged nephew." shocked 
world capitals Tuesday and 
added new uncertainties to 
the Middle East situation. 

The first reaction was the 
hope that the conservative 
pro-West monarch’s successor 
will continue the basic poli¬ 
cies of the oil-rich state. 

Within hours after the as¬ 
sassination, Faisal was re^ 
placed by an ailing brother. 
Crown Prince Khaled lbn. 
Abdul Aziz. 62. Faisal's age 
was variously given as 69 or 
70. 

The official radio in Riyadh 
said prince Faisal lbn Musaed 
I bn Abdul Aziz approached 
the king to offer salutations 
during an audience for prin¬ 
ces and commoners, pulled 
out a gun and fired several 
times. The king was taken to 
a h >spital where he died 
shortly afterward. 

Khaled named Prince Fahd, 
53. as the new crown prince, 
and diplomats in Beirut said 
he is likely to take the reigns 
of government with Khaled 
serving in a ceremonial or in¬ 
terim role. 

Both Khaled and Fahd are 
expected to follow in the path 
set out by Faisal leaving 
Saudi Arabia as a staunch 
friend of the West and bank- 
roller of the Arabs in their 
conflict with Israel. 

Saudi Arabia now produces 
about 6.5 million barrels of oil 
a day down from around 
eight million a day last year. 


In Washington, where ‘ of¬ 
ficials described the assassi¬ 
nation as a blow to U.S. |>olicy 
in the Middle East. President 
Ford said Faisal was “a close 
friend of the United States." 

Faisal's assassination added 


further uncertainly to the 
Middle East outlook. 

In Jerusalem, Gen. Haim 
Herzog. Israel’s ambassador- 
designate to the United Na¬ 
tions, said “it may he that the

An RCMP spokesman 
said later rejiorters "will 
have to wait until the solici¬ 
tor-general answers the ques¬ 
tion." 

MacDonald had photo¬ 
copies of excerpts from the 
Interrogation Techniques 
booklet written by Chief In¬ 
spector A. R. Roberts of the 
Calgary city police. It has the 
RCMP crest and motto on the 
cover. 

The Ixxiklet’s introduction 
says police "generally find 


themselves in a quandary 
with respect to criminal inter¬ 
rogation” because of ,the lack 
of information on techniques. 

The booklet then outlines so- 
called brainwashing tech¬ 
niques "to influence the emo¬ 
tional attitudes of the subject 
or suspect." 

It initially says that in any^ 
interrogation "we are going to' 
do everything that is legal 
and right." to ohtain a state- 
mem. employing no tricks 


that might be considered ille¬ 
gal. 

“But, there is a point which 
is reached in every interroga¬ 
tion when you still may not 
have that statement and you 
know if you go any further in 
the s|»ecific technique thal 
you are employing that your 
statement will be ruled inad¬ 
missible." 

It says the interrogating of¬ 
ficer must decide whether to 
leave the room without a 
statement or go ahead with 


"other techniques." These 
might not produce admissible 
evidence, but might lead to 
other information. 

The booklet advises RCMP 
that the "heaven and hell" 
technique letting the sub¬ 
ject “have a look at hell," 1 but 
then offering him heaven "in 
exchange or as an alterna¬ 
tive" often is fruitful. 

Interrogators are told this is 
part of elementary brain¬ 
washing techniques, during 
which the subject is inter-

The ruling by Mr. Justice 
R. A. Wootton setting strin¬ 
gent limits on school picketing 
by striking janitors could 
eventually mean the board 
could hire workers replacing 
those who went on strike. 
Ross said. 

Such action is prohibited 
under die Labor Code of B.C.. 
which makes “professional 
strikebreaking” illegal, but 
Ross said the Wootton deci¬ 
sion "seems, to some extent 
at least, to give the Public 
Schools Act precedence over 
the Labor Code." 

Wootton’s injunction, which 
has been criticized by local 
labor leaders, demonstrates. 
Ross said, that the “courts do 
put education before irrespon¬ 
sible unionism and its related 
tactics." 

The guarantee, contained in 
the injunction, that the union 
cannot interfere with deli¬ 
veries of fuel oil to schools 
could ultimately mean that 
they can be kept clean as 
well, even though the janitors 
are on strike, he said. 

The board has been con¬ 
sidering returning schools to a 
regular schedule. Ross said, 
and that task will be made 
much easier because of the 
decision. 

As well, he said, school 
aides and secretarial staff, 
who have not reported to 
work since the janitors struck 
because they have been hon¬ 
oring picket lines, will now be 
expected to return to their 
jobs. 

Wootton ordered that the 
union cannot picket schools 
between 8 a.m. and 10 a.m. 
ar>d from 3 p.m. to 4 p.m 

After receiving Woot ton's 
order, the board is now seek¬ 
ing legal advice on whether it 
can take legal action against 
the union. 

The decision has application 
throughout the province.

Gap^widens between 
good, poor learners

Aw Greater Victoria's municipal strike- 
lockout goes into its third month, inconveni¬ 
ence to most residents is still al an accept¬ 
able level. 

In fact, if it weren't the shortened school 
hours and the lack of garbage pickup ser¬ 
vices. moit Greater Victorians wouldn't even 
know there was a strike-lockout. 

Management spokesmen claim the unions 
have completely failed in their attempts to 
paralyse any of the municipal operations. 
TRAFFIC' is still flowing smoothly. With 
the exception of one left-turn signal at Doug¬ 
las and Hillside.^and a light at Douglas and 
Finlayson, traffic lights are working. 

Victoria traffic engineer David Campbell 
said Monday he has been able to repair 
minor breakdowns on seven traffic lights. 

"We also had to replace a few traffic 
signs that vyeip knocked down, but every¬ 
thing is well under control.” Campbell said. 

City engineer John Sanson and his “man¬ 
agement crew" are trying to keep the city's 
w ater and ‘sewer lines open. 

NO SOONER does a report of a plugged 
sewer come in. than Sanson and his non¬ 
union people rush out to unplug it. 

Even the closure of Johnson Street Bridge 
Iasi week didn’t create chaos. 

There was a traffic tieup but. after a 
while. Point Ellice Bridge was able to absorb 
the added traffic. 

Victoria's parks department report* that 
flowering trees are blossoming and so are 
the daffodils, and the grass on boulevards 
and in parks, although high, is not unsightly. 

TWO AFTERNOONS a week, the city's 
traffic and engineering departments' non¬ 
union personnel are filling in potholes. 

"We just fill in those that could cause 
damage to cars,” said Campbell. 

To date, about five truckloads, or .10 cubic 
yards of asphalt have been distributed across 
the city by management's "pothole squad." 


IN SAANICH. the interim road crew 
hasn't been able to keep up with all patch- 
work but with the help of reports from resi¬ 
dents and police they have managed to fill 
the worst potholes, Mayor Ed Lum said. 

The crew has been pulled off road¬ 
patching this week to clear five tennis courts 
of garbage, he added. 

The lockout has made little noticeable dif¬ 
ference in Sidney, Aid. Peter Malcolm said. 
"Sidney has been the least affected of the 
municipalities.” 

Pothole filling has been neglected, he said, 
hut he doubted that the town’s street paving 
program to start in April will he held up by 
the dispute. 

PREPARING TAX notices is the biggest 
problem right now, Malcolm said. 

The story is similar in the other munici¬ 
palities and at the Capital Region Board. 

Meanwhile, the lack of heat in buildings 
.whose heating systems are hooked up to Vic¬ 
toria city hall's oil tanks is no longer causing 
much trouble 

Warmer weather combined with electric 
heaters keeps the Court buildings, police 
headquarters, the Silver Threads Centre and 
a number of stores around Centennial Square 
comfortable. 

THAT ’ll ST leaves the garbage situation 
as a problem. 

The Esquimau Road heliport looks more 
and more like a regular garbage dump and it 
will take quite some time to clean the area 
after the strike is over. 

But city officials say that's a small price 
to pay for the savings municipalities have 
chalked up. 

EARl.Y IN the strike, Victoria Mayor 
Petgr Pollen estimated the city would save 
$25,000 in wages for every day of the strike. 

That would put the savings to date at 
somewhere around the $1 million mark. 

The municipalities of Saanich, Oak Bay. 
Ksquimalt. and Sidney are believed to have 
combined savings of an equal amount.

Good students are doing well but bad 
students are doing worse during the CUPE 
strike. 

That's alxjut the only generalization that 
can be made about school performance as 
the strike by Greater Victoria school board 
maintenance men enters its list day. 

A typical comment from teachers inter¬ 
viewed by the Colonist comes from Robert 
Kendrick, assistant principal at Oak Bay 
high school. 

"Very good students are keeping up . . . 
the drifters are taking advantage of it, they 
will anyway." 

AND KENDRICK notes that school child¬ 
ren who find it hard to keep up with a par¬ 
ticular subject under normal circumstances 
are finding it still tougher in the strike situa¬ 
tion where hours are reduced. 

The onus is on the student to lake res- 
l>onsibility and "do things on their own,” 
he said. 

Kendrick points out that the yearly cur¬ 
riculum is laid down mainly by the pro¬ 
vince and there are not likely lo lie changes 
made. 

He also says lhat indoor S|K)rts and cultu¬ 
ral activities that help to enrich a student's 
life have had to he "severely curtailed.” 

Ills VIEW is echoed by Peggy Martin, 
home economics consultant for high schools, 
whp says her feeling is that there's "no extra 
time to enjoy what you are doing." 

But Mrs. Martin says the situation is far 
from desperate and nasic education is being 
well covered. 

By and large, students and teachers are 
not predicting gloom and doom and are ad¬ 
opting the traditional British stance of mudd¬ 
ling through and muddling through well. 

Some teachers are even expanding their 
teaching horizons, taking classes at their own 
homes and getting down to "in-service" re¬ 
fresher training. 

FOR THE past couple of weeks, Tom 
Sneddon, a science teacher ai Central junior 
high, has had some 100 students go to the 
Provincial Museum to study natural history 


and the history-filled "old town" exhibit. 

They have apparently been full of enthus¬ 
iasm for the project which involves their fill¬ 
ing out questionnaires prepared by Sneddon. 

Sneddon's one-hour Jab classes tend to. 
prove pretty hectic but he says that some 
children are working better than they did 
before the strike. 

Those, however, who need a "hand-on-the- 
shoulder" to push them through their work, 
are suffering. , 

‘‘IT BOTHERS me that I don't have my 
kids there . . we're adapting in a bad situa¬ 
tion," he told the Colonist. 

Adaptation was the name of the game in 
preparation for last weekend's performance 
of West Side Story by Oak Bay senior high. 

Director Tony Nicholas said the musical, 
involving more than 40 children and half-a- 
dozen staff, was to have been performed in 
the jpnior high auditorium. 

BI T THE STRIKE meant that the per¬ 
formance had to he advanced three or four 
days and transferred out of Oak Bay to the 
Newcombe auditorium in the Provincial Mu¬ 
seum. 

Nicholas said that as the Newcombe stage 
was much less deep (and slightly less wide' 
than that at Oak Bay. some scenery had to 
be re-made and some even sc rapped . 

But he noted that teachers and students 
were not about to "let Jhe strike ruin, as 
Churchill would say, blood, toil, tears and 
sweat” expended over nearly half-a-year 
and hectic adaptations were made 

POST-STRIKE rehearsals were conducted 
in a basement at the University of Victoria. 0 

And Nicholas pointed out that the make¬ 
shift conditions made for tremendous 
"spirit" in putting on the show . 

Meanwhile. Greater Victoria school board 
information officer Bill Stavdal says that at¬ 
tendance at the strike-bound schools has 
"stood up remarkably well." 

Even including schools hit by mass picket¬ 
ing. the norma! 92 per cent attendance was 
only down by 2 per cent.

Jury urges stiffer dig-site supervision 


One British Columbia fish¬ 
erman died and more were 
feared lost Tuesday after two 
more fishboats capsized off 
the west coast. 

The capsizing* brought to 11 
the number of boats that had 
run into difficulties since the 
herring fishery opened 10 
days ago. 

Four person* are missing 
and 40 were rescued from the 
previous 11 mishaps. 

The fate of another 10 from 
Tuesday’s capsiziags is not 
known. The body nf one crew 
member of the 56-fool Brava¬ 
do has been recovered since 
the \essel capsized in stormy 
seas off the Queen Charlotte 
Islands, police at Queen Char¬ 
lotte City said Tuesday night. 

Five other crew members 
are missing. The Rescue Co¬ 
ordination Centre in Victoria 
said plans now are to tow the 
vessel back to Sandspit in the 
Charlotte* and send divers 
into her hull to see if more 
bodies can be located. Police 
said military aircraft from 
Comox would scan the sea for 
survivors through the night. 

The United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union, which 
ttooked men nut for the Bra¬ 
vado. listed the men as skij>- 
per Rick Johansen, crew 
members. Guy Pellard, Ray 


Windle. David Hawryluk. and 
1-arry Azak. and a Japanese 
technician whose name was 
not known. 

Gene Simpson, manager of 
(he B.C. Packers plant at 
Pori Edward, said the Bhava- 
do was empty when she over¬ 
turned. 

The second boat to capsize 
was the B.C. Producer owned 
by McMillan Fish-Cb. of Van¬ 
couver. She had five aboard. 

The Rescue Co-ordination 
Centre said it went down in 
relatively calm weather eight 
miles northwest of Cape Scott 
which is near the northern tip 
of Vancouver Island. 

Barry McMillan, president 
of MeM>Han Fish Co., said de¬ 
tails from the scene were 
sketchy. Other boats were in 
the vicinity of the vessel when 
she capsized. 

The latest mishaps occurred 
as a transport ministry pre¬ 
liminary investigation into the 
previous accidents opened in 
Vancouver. The proceedings 
were hekl in camera. 

Both the UFAWU and the 
fishing companies have called 
for tougher federal safety reg¬ 
ulations regarding fishboats. 
Most of the previous sinkings 
were caused because of shift¬ 
ing loads.
